CHAP.  1 


An  Act  to  provide  for  Short-Term  Credit  to  Grain  Producers 
in  the  Prairie  Provinces  to  meet  Temporary  Financial 
Difficulties  arising  from  inability  to  deliver  all  their 
Grain. 

[Assented  to  7th  March,  1956.] 

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Conunons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: 

Short  Title. 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Prairie  Grain  Producers  short  title. 
Interim  Financing  Acty  1966. 


Interpretation. 

2.  (1)   In  this  Act,  Definitions. 

(a)  "actual  producer' '  means  a  producer  actually  engaged  "Actual 
in  the  production  of  grain;  producer." 

(h )  ''apphcation"  means  an  appHcation  for  a  guaranteed  ^-qP?!^^*" 
loan; 

(c)  *'bank''  means  a  bank  to  which  the  Bank  Act  applies;  "Bank." 

(d)  "borrower''  means  a  person  to  whom  a  guaranteed  "Borrower."

(e)  "grain"  means  wheat  (other  than  durum  wheat),  oats,  "Grain." 
barley  and  rye; 

(7 )  ''guaranteed  loan"  means  a  loan  or  advance  made  by  J|2n  m^*"*®®^ 
a  bank  to  an  actual  producer  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  described  in  section  3  ; 

(g)  "permit  book"  means  a  Canadian  Wheat  Board 
delivery  permit  issued  pursuant  to  the  Canadian 
Wheat  Board  Act  by  the  Board  for  a  crop  year;  and 

(h)  "prescribed  form"  means  a  form  prescribed  by  "Prescribed 
regulation  or  a  form,  used  before  or  after  the  coming 

into  force  of  this  Act,  to  the  like  effect. 
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Words  and        (2)  Unless  otherwisG  provided  in  this  Act,  words  and 
expressions,    expressions  used  in  this  Act  have  the  same  meaning  as  in 
the  Canadian  Wheat  Board  Act,

Siuy'"        ^-  (1)  Subject  to  this  Act,  on  and  after  the  1st  day  of 
to  a  bank.     October,  1956,  the  Minister  of  Finance  is  liable  to  pay  to  a 
bank  the  amount  of  loss  sustained  by  it  as  a  result  of  a 
guaranteed  loan  made  to  an  actual  producer  upon  the 
security,  taken  under  section  88  of  the  Bank  Act  y  of  threshed 
grain  of  which  he  was  the  actual  producer,  if 
Conditions  of      (a)  the  loau  was  made  on  or  after  the  15th  day  of  Novem- 
ber,  1955  and  before  the  1st  day  of  June,  1956; 
(b  )  the  loan  was  made  pursuant  to  an  application  in  a 
prescribed  form  signed  by  the  borrower,  in  which  the 
borrower  stated 

(i)  the  estimated  quantity,  at  the  time  of  applica- 
tion for  the  loan,  of  the  threshed  grain  that  he 
intends  to  deliver  on  his  own  behalf  under  his 
curreD<t  or  subsequent  permit  books,  and 

(ii)  the  estimated  amount  that  would  be  payable 
for  the  sale  of  such  grain  if  he  were  able  to  deliver 
and  sell  it  at  the  time  of  such  application; 

(c)  8i  responsible  officer  of  the  bank  certified  that 

(i)  he  had  scrutinized  and  checked  the  application 
for  the  loan  with  the  care  required  of  him  by  the 
bank  in  the  conduct  of  its  ordinary  business,  and 

(ii)  at  the  time  the  loan  was  made  the  borrower 
produced  to  the  bank  the  permit  book  for  the 
farm  on  which  the  grain  was  grown  and  endorsed 
therein  a  direction  in  a  prescribed  form  that  one- 
half  of  all  moneys  payable  in  respect  of  the  purchase 
of  grain  delivered  by  him  or  on  his  behalf  be  paid 
to  the  bank  until  the  loan  is  repaid  in  full; 

(d)  the  rate  of  interest  charged  by  the  bank  on  the  loan 
did  not  exceed  five  per  ceni  per  annum  simple  interest  ; 
and 

(e)  the  amount  of  the  loan  did  not  exceed  the  lesser  of 

(i)  one-half  of  the  estimated  amount  set  out  in  the 
application  of  the  borrower  as  required  by  sub- 
paragraph (ii)  of  paragraph  (b  ),  or 

(ii)  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  minus  the  aggregate,  at 
'           the  time  of  the  application  for  the  loan,  of  the 

moneys  that  have  been  paid  or  are  payable  for  the 
sale  of  grain  delivered  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
borrower  under  his  current  permit  book  before  the 
making  of  the  loan  and  on  or  after  the  1st  day  of 
August,  1955,  other  than  for  grain  delivered  and 
entered  in  the  permit  book  as  the  balance  of  the 
1954-55  eight  bushel  quota. 
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(2)  Where  more  than  one  guaranteed  loan  is  made  to  where  more 
a  borrower  the  amount  ®f  a  previous  guaranteed  loan  or  foan.^"* 
loans  made  to  that  borrower  in  the  same  crop  year  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  amount  specified  in  subparagraph  (i) 
or  (ii)  of  paragraph  (e)  oi  subsection  (1),  as  the  case  may 
require,  in  calculating  the  amount  of  the  loan. 

4.  The  Minister  of  Finance  is  not  liable  under  this  Act  JJ^^."^^ 
with  respect  to  guaranteed  loans  made  before  the  1st  day  not  liable,

(a)  io  pay  to  a  bank,  in  respect  of  losses  sustained  by 
it  as  a  result  of  such  guaranteed  loans  made  by  it,  an 
amount  in  excess  of  the  aggregate  of 

(i)  fifteen  per  cent  of  that  part  of  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  the  guaranteed  loans  made 
by  the  bank  that  does  not  exceed  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and

amount  of  the  guaranteed  loans  made  by  the  bank 
that  exceeds  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and

(d)  prescribing  the  steps  to  be  taken  by  a  bank  to  effect  on 
behalf  of  the  Minister  of  Finance  collection  of  any 
guaranteed  loan  in  respect  of  which  payment  has  been 
made  by  the  Minister  to  the  bank  under  this  Act, 
and  to  provide  that  on  failure  by  the  said  bank  to 
take  such  steps  the  amount  of  such  payment  may  be 
recovered  by  the  Minister; 

(e)  respecting  subrogation  of  Her  Majesty  to  the  rights 
of  a  bank  with  respect  to  a  guaranteed  loan  ; 

(J)  requiring  reports  to  be  made  to  the  Minister  of 
Finance  and  to  The  Canadian  Wheat  Board  by  a  bank 
in  respect  of  guaranteed  loans  ;  and 
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(g)  generally  for  carrying  the  purposes  and  provisions  of 
this  Act  into  effect.

the  grain  were  delivered  and  sold  on  behalf  of  the  bank, 
and  any  such  moneys  received  by  the  bank  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  payment  on  account  of  the  guaranteed 
loan.

Offence  and  9.  (1)  Every  persou  who,  after  the  coining  into  force  of 
penalty.  ^^^^      rggpect  of  a  guaranteed  loan 

(a)  knowingly  makes  any  misrepresentation  in  any 
application  or  other  document  or  wilfully  furnishes 
any  false  or  misleading  information;  or 
(h  )  if  he  is  a  borrower  and  his  loan  has  not  been  repaid 
in  full,  delivers,  or  causes  any  other  person  to  deliver 
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on  his  behalf,  under  a  permit  book  that  has  not  been 
endorsed  by  the  borrower  as  required  by  this  Act,  any 
grain  of  which  he  is  the  actual  producer, 

is  guilty  of  an  offence  and  is  liable  on  summary  conviction 

to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

(2)  A  prosecutian  under  subsection  (1)  may  be  instituted  Limitation 

at  any  time  within  two  years  from  the  time  when  the 

subject  matter  of  the  complaint  arose. 

10.  (1)  Where  the  Minister  of  Finance  has  made  a  Notice  to 
payment  to  a  bank  in  respect  of  loss  sustained  by  the  bank  wheS^Boirï 
as  the  result  of  a  guaranteed  loan,  the  Minister  may  give  afterpayment 
notice  to  The  Canadian  Wheat  Board  of  the  amount  he 

has  paid  to  the  bank  in  respect  of  defaulted  principal  and 
in  respect  of  any  other  charges  or  costs  exclusive  of  interest 
and  direct  the  Board  to  withhold  and  to  remit  to  him  that 
amount,  together  with  interest  at  five  per  cent  per  annum 
from  the  time  of  default  of  the  loan,  out  of  the  moneys  that 
may  at  any  time  thereafter,  other  than  at  the  time  of  the 
sale  of  grain  by  the  borrower,  become  payable  by  the  Board 
to  the  borrower. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  the  Canadian  Wheat  Board  Act,  Payment  by 
the  Board  shall  give  efi'ect  to  a  direction  given  by  the  Ministeï* 
Minister  under  subsection  (1)  and  payment  by  the  Board  ^^^^^ 
pursuant  thereto  shall,  without  prejudice  to  the  right  of  the  ^  ®°  ' 
borrower  to  recover  from  the  Crown  any  amount  so  paid 
if  he  is  entitled  thereto,  discharge  the  liability  of  the  Board 
to  the  borrower  with  respect  to  the  amount  so  paid.

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows:

3.  Where,  after  the  31st  day  of  July,  1955,  the  stocks 
of  wheat  of  the  Board  exceed  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight  million  bushels  at  the  commencement  of  a  crop  year, 
the  Minister  of  Finance  shall,  out  of  the  Consolidated 
Revenue  Fund,  pay  to  the  Board  for  each  day  in  that 
crop  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  portion  of  the  said  stocks 
that  exceeds  one  hundred  and  seventy-eight  million  bushels 
at  the  commencement  of  that  crop  year,  multiplied  by 
the  carrying  charge  rate  paid  by  the  Board  at  the  end 
of  the  immediately  preceding  crop  year.

amount  payable  for  the  crop  year  shall  be  paid  in 
equal  monthly  payments  within  such  crop  year.

An  Act  for  granting  to  Her  Majesty  certain  sums  of  money 
for  the  public  service  of  the  financial  year  ending  the 
31st  March,  1957. 

[Assented  to  22nd  March,  1956,] 
Most  Gracious  Sovereign, 

WHEREAS  it  appears  by  messages  from  His  Excellency,  Preamble, 
the  Right  Honourable  Vincent  Massey,  etc.,  etc., 
Governor  General  of  Canada,  and  the  estimates  accompany- 
ing the  said  messages,  that  the  sums  hereinafter  mentioned 
are  required  to  defray  certain  expenses  of  the  pubhc  service 
of  Canada,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  for  the  financial 
year  ending  the  31st  day  of  March,  1957,  and  for  other 
purposes  connected  with  the  public  service  :  May  it  therefore 
please  Your  Majesty,  that  it  may  be  enacted,  and  be  it 
enacted  by  the  Queen's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Commons  of  Canada,  that: 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Appropriation  Act  short  title. 
No.  1,  1956. 

2.  From  and  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  $528,819,279.84 
there  may  be  paid  and  applied  a  sum  not  exceeding  in  the  f^l^^^^ 
whole  five  hundred  and  twenty-eight  milhon,  eight  hundred 

and  nineteen  thousand,  two  hundred  and  seventy-nine 
dollars  and  eighty-four  cents,  towards  defraying  the  several 
charges  and  expenses  of  the  public  service,  from  the  1st

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3.  From  and  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund, 
there  may  be  paid  and  applied,  in  addition  to  the  amount 
granted  therefor  by  section  2,  a  sum  not  exceeding  in  the 
whole  four  hundred  and  seventy-nine  thousand,  nine 
hundred  and  seventy-nine  dollars,  towards  defraying  the 
several  charges  and  expenses  of  the  public  service,  from 
the  1st  day  of  April,  1956,  to  the  31st  day  of  March,  1957, 
not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  being  one  sixth  of  the  total 
of  the  amounts  of  the  several  items  set  forth  in  Schedule  A. 

4.  From  and  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund, 
there  may  be  paid  and  applied,  in  addition  to  the  amount

[Assented  to  22nd  March,  1956,] 

Most  Gracious  Sovereign, 

WHEREAS  it  appears  by  messages  from  His  Excellency,  Preamble, 
the  Right  Honourable  Vincent  Massey,  etc.,  etc..

An  Act  to  implement  an  Agreement  between  Canada 
and  the  Kingdom  of  Denmark  for  the  avoidance  of 
Double  Taxation  with  respect  to  Income  Tax. 

[Assented  to  7th  June^  1956.] 

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  : 

1 .  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Canada-Denmark  Income  short  title. 
Tax  Agreement  Act,  1956. 

2.  The  Agreement  entered  into  between  Canada  and  the  Agreement 
Kingdom  of  Denmark,  set  out  in  the  Schedule,  is  approved  ^pp^®^'®^- 
and  declared  to  have  the  force  of  law  in  Canada. 

3.  In  the  event  of  any  inconsistency  between  the  pro-  inconsistent 
visions  of  this  Act,  or  the  Agreement,  and  the  operation  of 

any  other  law,  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  the  Agreement 
prevail  to  the  extent  of  the  inconsistency. 

4.  The  Minister  of  National  Revenue  may  make  such  Orders  and 
orders  and  regulations  as  are,  in  his  opinion,  necessary  for  ^^suiations. 
the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  Agreement  or  for  giving 

effect  to  any  of  the  provisions  thereof. 

5.  This  Act  shall  come  into  force  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by 
proclamation  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  shall  continue  SfratioL 
in  force  until  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  proclamation  of  the 
Governor  in  Council  following  the  termination  of  the 
Agreement,  and  no  longer.

The  Government  of  Canada  and  the  Government  of  the  Kingdom 
of  Denmark 

Desning  to  conclude  an  Agreement  for  the  avoidance  of  double 
taxation  and  the  prevention  of  fiscal  evasion  with  respect  to  taxes  on 
income, 

Have  appointed  for  that  purpose  as  their  respective  Plenipo- 
tentiaries : 

The  Government  of  Canada: 

The  Honourable  Walter  E.  Harris,  M.P., 
Minister  of  Finance  ; 
The  Government  of  the  Kingdom  of  Denmark: 
His  Excellency  O.  Sehested, 

Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of 
Denmark  in  Ottawa; 

Who,  having  exhibited  their  respective  full  powers,  found  in 
good  and  due  form,  have  agreed  as  follows  : — 

Article  I. 

1.  The  taxes  which  are  subject  to  this  Agreement  are: 

fa  j  In  Canada  : 

Income  taxes,  including  surtaxes,  which  are  imposed  by 
the  Government  of  Canada  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
"Canadian  tax'O; 
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(h )  In  Denmark: 

National  income  taxes,  the  intercommunal  income  tax, 
the  communal  income  tax  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
"Danish  tax'')- 

2.  This  Agreement  shall  also  apply  to  any  other  taxes  of  a  sub- 
stantially similar  character  imposed  by  either  Contracting  Government 
subsequent  to  the  signing  of  this  Agreement. 

Article  II. 

1  In  this  Agreement,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: 

(a)  The  term  "Denmark''  means  the  Kingdom  of  Denmark, 
excluding  the  Faroe  Islands  and  Greenland. 

(h  )  The  terms  "one  of  the  territories"  and  "the  other  territory" 
m.ean  Denmark  or  Canada,  as  the  context  requires. 

(c)  The  term  "tax"  means  Danish  tax  or  Canadian  tax,  as  the 
context  requires. 

(d)  The  term  "person"  includes  any  body  of  persons,  corporate 
or  not  corporate. 

(e)  The  term  "company"  includes  any  body  corporate. 

(7 )  The  terms  "resident  of  Denmark"  and  "resident  of  Canada" 
mean  respectively  any  person  who  is  resident  in  Denmark  for 
the  purposes  of  Danish  tax  and  not  resident  in  Canada  for 
the  purposes  of  Canadian  tax,  and  any  person  who  is  resident 
in  Canada  for  the  purposes  of  Canadian  tax  and  not  resident 
in  Denmark  for  the  purposes  of  Danish  tax;  a  company  shall 
be  regarded  as  resident  in  Denmark  if  its  business  is  managed 
and  controlled  in  Denmark  and  as  resident  in  Canada  if  its 
business  is  managed  and  controlled  in  Canada. 

(g)  The  terms  "resident  of  one  of  the  territories"  and  "resident 
of  the  other  territory"  mean  a  person  who  is  a  resident  of 
Denmark  or  a  person  who  is  a  resident  of  Canada,  as  the 
context  requires. 

(h  )  The  terms  "Danish  enterprise"  and  "Canadian  enterprise" 
mean  respectively  an  enterprise  or  undertaking  carried  on  by 
a  resident  of  Denmark  and  an  enterprise  or  undertaking 
carried  on  by  a  resident  of  Canada;  and  the  terms  "enterprise 
of  one  of  the  territories"  and  "enterprise  of  the  other  terri- 
tory" mean  a  Danish  enterprise  or  a  Canadian  enterprise,  as 
the  context  requires. 

(i)  The  term  "permanent  establishment"  when  used  with  respect 
to  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories,  means  a  branch, 
office,  factory,  or  other  fixed  place  of  business,  a  mine,  quarry 
or  any  other  place  of  natural  resources  subject  to  exploitation. 
It  also  includes  a  place  where  building  construction  is  carried 
on  by  contract  for  a  period  of  at  least  one  year,  but  does  not 
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include  an  agency  unless  the  agent  has,  and  habitually  exer- 
cises, a  general  authority  to  negotiate  and  conclude  contracts 
on  behalf  of  the  enterprise  or  has  a  stock  of  merchandise  from 
which  he  regularly  fills  orders  on  its  behalf.  In  this  connec- 
tion— 

(i)  An  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories  shall  not  be  deemed 
to  have  a  permanent  establishment  in  the  other  territory 
merely  because  it  carried  on  business  dealings  in  that 
other  territory  through  a  bona  fide  broker  or  general 
commission  agent  acting  in  the  ordinary  course  of  his 
business  as  such; 

(ii)  The  fact  that  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories 
maintains  in  the  other  territory  a  fixed  place  of  business 
exclusively  for  the  purchase  of  goods  or  merchandise 
shall  not  of  itself  constitute  that  fixed  place  of  business 
a  permanent  estabhshment  of  the  enterprise  ; 

(iii)  The  fact  that  a  company  which  is  a  resident  of  one  of  the 
territories  has  a  subsidiary  company  which  is  a  resident 
of  the  other  territory  or  which  carries  on  a  trade  or 
business  in  that  other  territory  (whether  through  a 
permanent  establishment  or  otherwise)  shall  not  of  itself 
constitute  that  subsidiary  company  a  permanent  estab- 
lishment of  its  parent  company. 

2.  In  the  application  of  the  provisions  of  the  present  Agreement 
by  one  of  the  Contracting  Governments  any  term  not  otherwise  defined 
shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have  the  meaning  which 
such  term  has  under  its  own  tax  laws. 

Article  III. 

1.  The  profits  of  a  Danish  enterprise  shall  not  be  subject  to  Cana- 
dian tax  unless  the  enterprise  is  engaged  in  trade  or  business  in  Canada 
through  a  permanent  establishment  situated  therein.  If  it  is  so  engaged, 
tax  may  be  imposed  on  those  profits  by  Canada,  but  only  on  so  much 
of  them  as  is  attributable  to  that  permanent  establishment. 

2.  The  profits  of  a  Canadian  enterprise  shall  not  be  subject  to 
Danish  tax  unless  the  enterprise  is  engaged  in  trade  or  business  in 
Denmark  through  a  permanent  establishment  situated  therein.  If  it 
is  so  engaged,  tax  may  be  imposed  on  those  profits  by  Denmark,  but 
only  on  so  much  of  them  as  is  attributable  to  that  permanent  establish- 
ment. 

3.  Where  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories  is  engaged  in  trade 
or  business  in  the  other  territory  through  a  permanent  establishment 
situated  therein,  there  shall  be  attributed  to  such  permanent  establish- 
ment the  profits  which  it  might  be  expected  to  derive  in  that  other 
territory  if  it  were  an  independent  enterprise  engaged  in  the  same  or 
similar  activities  under  the  same  or  similar  conditions  and  dealing  at 
arm's  length  with  the  enterprise  of  which  it  is  a  permanent  establish- 
ment. 
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4.  No  portion  of  any  profits  arising  to  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the 
territories  shall  be  attributed  to  a  permanent  establishment  situated  in 
the  other  territory  by  reason  of  the  mere  purchase  of  goods  or  mer- 
chandise within  that  other  territory  by  the  enterprise. 

5.  Where  a  company  which  is  a  resident  of  one  of  the  territories 
derives  profits  or  income  from  sources  within  the  other  territory,  the 
Government  of  that  other  territory  shall  not  impose  any  form  of 
taxation  on  dividends  paid  by  the  company  to  persons  not  resident  in 
that  other  territory,  or  any  tax  in  the  nature  of  an  undistributed  profits 
tax  on  undistributed  profits  of  the  company,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
those  dividends  or  undistributed  profits  represent,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
profits  or  income  so  derived. 

6.  Paragraphs  1  and  2  of  this  Article  shall  not  be  construed  as 
preventing  one  of  the  Contracting  Parties  from  imposing  a  withholding 
tax  on  income  in  the  form  of  dividends,  interest,  rents  or  royalties, 
derived  from  sources  within  its  territory  by  a  resident  of  the  territory 
of  the  other  Party  if  such  income  is  not  attributed  to  a  permanent 
establishment  in  the  territory  of  the  first  Party. 


Article  IV. 

Where — 

(a)  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories  participates  directly  or 
indirectly  in  the  management,  control  or  capital  of  an  enter- 
prise of  the  other  territory,  or 

(h)  the  same  persons  participate  directly  or  indirectly  in  the 
management,  control  or  capital  of  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the 
territories  and  an  enterprise  of  the  other  territory,  and 

in  either  case  conditions  are  made  or  imposed  between  the 
two  enterprises,  in  their  commercial  or  financial  relations,  which  differ 
from  those  which  would  be  made  between  independent  enterprises, 

then  any  profits  which  but  for  those  conditions  would  have 
accrued  to  one  of  the  enterprises  but  by  reason  of  those  conditions  have 
not  so  accrued  may  be  included  in  the  profits  of  that  enterprise  and 
taxed  accordingly. 

Article  V. 

1.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Articles  III  and  IV,  profits 
which  a  resident  of  one  of  the  territories  derives  from  operating  ships 
or  aircraft  shall  be  exempt  from  tax  in  the  other  territory. 

2.  The  Agreement  dated  18th  June,  1929  between  Canada  and 
Denmark  providing  for  the  reciprocal  exemption  from  income  tax  on 
earnings  derived  from  the  operation  of  ships  shall  not  have  effect  for 
any  year  or  period  for  which  the  present  Agreement  has  effect. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

1.  The  rate  of  Canadian  tax  on  dividends,  interest,  rents  or 
royalties  derived  from  sources  within  Canada  by  a  resident  of  Denmark 
shall  not  exceed  15  per  cent,  unless  such  income  is  attributable  to  a 
permanent  establishment  in  Canada  maintained  by  such  resident  of 
Denmark. 

2.  Notwithstanding  paragraph  1,  the  rate  of  Canadian  tax  on 
dividends  paid  to  a  company  which  is  a  resident  of  Denmark  by  a 
company  resident  in  Canada,  more  than  50  per  cent  of  whose  shares 
which  have  under  all  circumstances  full  voting  rights  are  owned  by  the 
former  company,  shall  not  exceed  5  per  cent. 

3.  The  rate  of  Danish  tax  on  dividends,  interest,  rents  or  royalties 
derived  from  sources  within  Denmark  by  a  resident  of  Canada  shall 
not  exceed  15  per  cent,  unless  such  income  is  attributable  to  a  permanent 
establishment  in  Denmark  maintained  by  such  resident  of  Canada. 

4.  Notwithstanding  paragraph  3,  the  rate  of  Danish  tax  on 
dividends  paid  to  a  company  which  is  a  resident  of  Canada  by  a  company 
resident  in  Denmark,  more  than  50  per  cent  of  whose  shares  which 
have  under  all  circumstances  full  voting  rights  are  owned  by  the 
former  company,  shall  not  exceed  5  per  cent. 

Article  VII. 

Copyright  royalties  and  other  like  payments  made  in  respect  of 
the  production  or  reproduction  of  any  literary,  dramatic,  musical  or 
artistic  work  (but  not  including  rents  or  royalties  in  respect  of  motion 
picture  fihns)  and  derived  from  sources  within  one  of  the  territories 
by  a  resident  of  the  other  territory  shall  be  exempt  from  tax  in  that 
first-mentioned  territory. 

Article  VIII. 

1.  Remuneration  (other  than  pensions)  paid  by  one  of  the  Con- 
tracting Governments  to  any  individual  for  services  rendered  to  that 
Government  in  the  discharge  of  governmental  functions  shall  be 
exempt  from  tax  in  the  territory  of  the  other  Contracting  Government 
if  the  individual  is  resident  in  that  territory  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
rendering  these  services. 

2.  The  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  not  apply  to  pajonents  in 
respect  of  services  rendered  in  connection  with  any  trade  or  business 
carried  on  by  either  of  the  Contracting  Governments  for  purposes 
of  profit. 

Article  IX. 

1.  An  individual  who  is  a  resident  of  Denmark  shall  be  exempt 
from  Canadian  tax  on  profits  or  remuneration  in  respect  of  personal 
(including  professional)  services  performed  within  Canada  in  any 
taxation  year  if — 
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(a)  he  is  present  within  Canada  for  a  period  or  periods  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  183  days  during  that  year,  and 

(h  )  the  services  are  performed  for  or  on  behalf  of  a  person  resident 
in  Denmark. 

2.  An  individual  who  is  a  resident  of  Canada  shall  be  exempt 
from  Danish  tax  on  profits  or  remuneration  in  respect  of  personal 
(including  professional)  services  performed  within  Denmark  in  any 
year  of  assessment  if — 

(a)  he  is  present  within  Denmark  for  a  period  or  periods  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  183  days  during  that  year,  and 

(h  )  the  services  are  performed  for  or  on  behalf  of  a  person  resident 
in  Canada. 

3.  The  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  not  apply  to  the  profits  or 
remuneration  of  public  entertainers  such  as  stage,  motion  picture  or 
radio  artists,  musicians  and  professional  athletes. 

Article  X. 

1.  Any  pension  or  annuity  derived  from  sources  within  Canada 
by  an  individual  who  is  a  resident  of  Denmark  shall  be  exempt  from 
Canadian  tax. 

2.  Any  pension  or  annuity  derived  from  sources  within  Denmark 
by  an  individual  who  is  a  resident  of  Canada  shall  be  exempt  from 
Danish  tax. 

3.  The  term  "annuity"  means  a  stated  sum  payable  periodically 
at  stated  times,  during  life  or  during  a  specified  or  ascertainable  period 
of  time,  under  an  obligation  to  make  the  payments  in  return  for  adequate 
and  full  consideration  in  money  or  money's  worth. 

Article  XI. 

A  professor  or  teacher  from  one  of  the  territories  who  receives 
remuneration  for  teaching,  during  a  period  of  temporary  residence 
not  exceeding  two  years,  at  a  university,  college,  school  or  other 
educational  institution  in  the  other  territory,  shall  be  exempt  from 
tax  in  that  other  territory  in  respect  of  that  remuneration. 

Article  XII. 

A  student  or  business  apprentice  from  one  of  the  territories  who 
is  receiving  full-time  education  or  training  in  the  other  territory  shall 
be  exempt  from  tax  in  that  other  territory  on  payments  made  to  him 
by  persons  in  the  first-mentioned  territory  for  the  purposes  of  his 
maintenance,  education  or  training. 
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Article  XIII. 

1.  Canada  agrees  to  allow  as  a  deduction  from  Canadian  tax  on 
any  income  derived  from  sources  within  Denmark  that  is  subject  to 
tax  in  Canada  the  amount  of  Danish  tax  payable  in  respect  to  that 
income,  provided  that  the  amount  of  the  deduction  shall  not  exceed 
the  proportion  of  the  Canadian  tax  that  the  income  from  Denmark 
that  is  subject  to  Danish  tax  bears  to  the  total  income  subject  to 
Canadian  tax.  For  the  purposes  of  this  paragraph  only,  the  term 
"Danish  tax"  shall  not  include  the  communal  income  tax. 

2.  Denmark  agrees  to  allow  as  a  deduction  from  Danish  tax  on 
any  income  derived  from  sources  within  Canada  that  is  subject  to  tax 
in  Denmark  the  amount  of  Canadian  tax  payable  in  respeet  to  that 
income,  provided  that  the  amount  of  the  deduction  shall  not  exceed  the 
proportion  of  the  Danish  tax  that  the  income  from  Canada  that  is 
subject  to  Canadian  tax  bears  to  the  total  income  subject  to  Danish 
tax. 

3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Article,  profits  or  remuneration  for 
personal  (including  professional)  services  performed  in  one  of  the 
territories  shall  be  deemed  to  be  income  from  sources  within  that 
territory,  and  the  services  of  an  individual  whose  services  are  wholly 
or  mainly  performed  in  ships  or  aircraft  operated  by  a  resident  of  one 
of  the  territories  shall  be  deemed  to  be  performed  in  that  territory. 


Article  XIV. 

1.  The  competent  authorities  of  the  Contracting  Governments 
will  upon  request  exchange  information  of  a  fiscal  nature  which  is 
available  to  them,  or  which  they  are  able  to  obtain  under  their  own 
legislation  and  which  would  be  useful  to  assure  the  regular  assessment 
and  collection  of  the  taxes  referred  to  in  this  Agreement,  as  well  as  the 
application  with  respect  to  these  taxes  of  the  legal  provisions  relative 
to  the  prevention  of  fiscal  fraud. 

The  information  so  exchanged  shall  retain  its  secret  nature  and 
shall  not  be  disclosed  to  persons  other  than  those  charged  with  assess- 
ment and  collection  of  the  taxes  referred  to  in  this  Agreement. 

The  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  not  in  any  case  be  considered 
as  requiring  one  of  the  Contracting  Governments  to  disclose  to  the 
other  Government,  either,  information  other  than  that  which  its  own 
fiscal  legislation  permits  it  to  obtain,  or  information  the  furnishing  of 
which  would  involve  the  disclosure  of  industrial,  commercial  or  pro- 
fessional secrets  or  trade  processes. 

Neither  shall  these  provisions  be  considered  as  imposing  on  one 
of  the  two  Contracting  Governments  the  obligation  to  perform  an 
administrative  act  which  would  be  contrary  to  its  regulations  or 
practices. 
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2.  The  term  "competent  authorities'^  means,  in  the  case  of 
Canada,  the  Minister  of  National  Revenue  or  his  authorized  repre- 
sentative; and  in  the  case  of  Denmark  the  Minister  of  Finance  or  his 
authorized  representative. 

Article  XV. 

1.  The  present  Agreement  may  be  extended,  either  in  its  entirety 
or  with  modifications,  to  the  territories  of  the  Faroe  Islands  and  Green- 
land if  in  these  territories  there  are  imposed  taxes  substantially  similar 
in  character  to  thDse  which  are  the  subject  of  the  present  Agreement. 
The  extension  of  the  Agreement  and  the  modifications  thereto  shall  be 
specified  and  agreed  between  the  Contracting  Parties  in  notes  to  be 
exchanged  for  this  purpose. 

2.  The  termination  of  the  present  Agreement  under  Article  XVIII 
shall,  unless  otherwise  expressly  agreed  by  both  Contracting  Parties, 
terminate  the  application  of  the  present  Agreement  to  any  territory  to 
which  the  Agreement  has  been  extended  under  this  Article. 

Article  XVI. 

1.  Any  taxpayer  who  shows  proof  that  the  action  of  the  revenue 
authorities  of  the  two  Contracting  Parties  has  resulted  in  double  taxa- 
tion with  respect  to  the  taxes  referred  to  in  this  Agreement,  may  lodge 
a  claim  with  the  state  in  which  he  resides.  Should  the  claim  be  upheld, 
the  competent  authority  of  this  state  may  come  to  an  agreement  with 
the  competent  authority  of  the  other  state  with  a  view  to  equitable 
avoidance  of  the  double  taxation. 

2.  The  competent  authorities  of  the  two  Contracting  Parties  may 
likewise  come  to  an  agreement  for  the  purpose  of  overcoming  double 
taxation  in  cases  not  otherwise  provided  by  this  Agreement,  as  well  as 
in  the  case  where  the  interpretation  or  the  application  of  this  Agreement 
gives  rise  to  difficulties  or  doubts. 

Article  XVII. 

1.  This  Agreement  is  drafted  in  the  English  and  Danish  languages, 
the  two  texts  having  equal  force. 

2.  The  Agreement  shall  be  ratified  by  the  Contracting  Parties, 
and  the  instruments  of  ratification  shall  be  exchanged  at  Copenhagen 
with  the  shortest  delay. 

3.  The  Agreement  shall  come  into  force  on  the  date  on  which  the 
instruments  of  ratification  are  exchanged  and  shall  thereupon  have 
effect — 

(a)  In  respect  of  Canadian  tax,  for  the  taxation  years  beginning 
on  or  after  the  1st  day  of  January  in  the  calendar  year  in 
which  the  exchange  of  instruments  of  ratification  takes  place  ; 
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(b  )  In  respect  of  Danish  tax,  for  the  taxation  years  beginning  on 
or  after  the  1st  day  of  April  in  the  calendar  year  in  which  the 
exchange  of  instruments  of  ratification  takes  place. 

Article  XVIII. 

This  Agreement  shall  continue  in  effect  indefinitely,  but  either  of 
the  Contracting  Governments  may  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  June 
in  any  calendar  year  following  the  calendar  year  in  which  the  exchange 
of  instruments  of  ratification  takes  place,  give  to  the  other  Contracting 
Government  notice  of  termination  and  in  such  event  this  Agreement 
shall  cease  to  be  effective — 

(a)  In  respect  of  Canadian  tax,  for  the  taxation  years  beginning 
on  or  after  the  1st  day  of  January  in  the  calendar  year  next 
following  that  in  which  notice  is  given; 

(b  )  In  respect  of  Danish  tax,  for  the  taxation  years  beginning  on 
or  after  the  1st  day  of  April  in  the  calendar  year  next  following 
that  in  which  notice  is  given. 

IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF  the  above-mentioned  Plenipoten- 
tiaries have  signed  the  present  Agreement  and  have  affixed  thereto 
their  seals. 

DONE  at  Ottawa,  in  duplicate,  this  30th  day  of  September, 
nineteen  hundred  and  fifty-five.

An  Act  to  amend  the  Canadian  Citizenship  Act. 

[Assented  to  7th  June,  1956.] 

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  R;.s.  c  33; 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  1953154!  I'. 
as  follows: 

1.  (1)  Paragraph   (f  )  of  section  2  of  the  Canadian  1Q52-53,  c. 
Citizenship  Act  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  ^" 
therefor  : 

''(f)   '^Clerk"  or  ''Clerk  of   the   Court"  includes   all -cierk-or 
officers  exercising   the    functions    of   prothonotary,  tScourt.' 
registrar  or  clerk  of  any  court  having  jurisdiction 
under  this  Act,  and,  where  a  person  is  designated  to 
act  as  a  court  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  means  any 
such  officer  approved  by  the  Minister  and  available 
to  assist  the  designated  person  as  his  clerk  or  any 
other  person  nominated  by  the  Minister  to  be  the 
Clerk  of  the  Court  and,  if  no  such  officer  is  so  approved 
or  no  other  person  is  so  nominated,   means  the 
designated  person;" 
(2)  Paragraph  (h)  of  section  2  of  the  said  Act  is  repealed 
and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

''(h)  ''Court"  means  any  superior,  circuit,  county  or  "Court." 
district  court  and  includes  in  the  province  of  Quel^ec, 
any  district  magistrate,  and  any  court  or  person 
designated  under  subsection  (2)  of  section  34  to  act 
as  a  court  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act;" 

2.  Section  9  of  the  said  Act  is  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following  subsection: 

"(4)  An  Indian  as  defined  in  the  Indian  Act,  or  a  person  indkns  or 
of  the  race  of  aborigines  commonly  referred  to  as  Eskimos, 
other  than  a  natural-born  Canadian  citizen,  is  a  Canadian 
citizen  if  that  person 

(a)  had  a  place  of  domicile  in  Canada  on  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1947,  and 
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(h)  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1956,  had  resided  in 
Canada  for  more  than  ten  years, 
and  such  person  is  deemed,  for  the  purposes  of  section  19, 
to  have  become  a  Canadian  citizen  on  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1947/'

3.  (1)  Subsection  4  of  section  10  of  the  Act  is  amended 
by  deleting  the  word  ^^or"  at  the  end  of  paragraph  (b )  and 
placing  this  word  as  the  last  word  of  paragraph  (c)  and  by 
adding  a  new  paragraph  immediately  after  paragraph  (c) 
as  follows: 

*^(d)  a  British  subject  by  virtue  of  a  certificate  of  natural- 
ization as  defined  in  the  Naturalization  Actj  chapter  138 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1927;"

(h  )  the  child  has  been  lawfully  admitted  to  Canada  for 
permanent  residence  and,  where  he  is  fourteen  or  more 
years  of  age,  has  an  adequate  knowledge  of  either  the 
English  or  the  French  language. 

(6)  Any  period  during  which  an  applicant  for  a  certificate 
of  citizenship 

(a)  has  served  in  the  armed  forces  of  Canada, 

(b  )  was  employed  outside  of  Canada  in  the  public  service 
of  Canada  or  of  a  province,  otherwise  than  as  a  locally 
engaged  person,  or 

(c)  was  the  wife  of  a  person  described  in  paragraph  (a)  or 
(b)  and  was  residing  with  him  while  he  was  serving  or 
was  employed  as  described  in  those  paragraphs, 
shall  be  treated  as  equivalent  to  a  period  of  residence  in 
Canada  for  the  purposes  of  subsections  (1),  (2)  and  (4)." 

(3)  Section  10  of  the  said  Act  is  further  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following  subsections: 

*'(8)  Subparagraph  (i)  of  paragraph  (c)  oi  subsection  (1) 
does  not  apply  to  a  person  who  has  resided  continuously  in 
Canada  for  a  period  of  one  year  immediately  preceding  the 
1st  day  of  June,  1956,  and  had  been  admitted  to  Canada  for 
permanent  residence  prior  to  the  31st  day  of  December, 
1956  and,  in  addition,  has  also  resided  in  Canada  for  a 
further  period  of  not  less  than  four  years  during  the  six- 
years  immediately  preceding  the  1st  day  of  June,  1953. 
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"(9)  Any  of  the  following  persons,  namely,  Effect  of

be  deemed  to  have  been  lawfully  admitted  to  Canada  for 
permanent  residence.'^

proceedings,  as  agreed  between  the  Minister  and  the  munici- 
pality. 

(3)  No  contributions  shall  be  paid  to  a  municipality  under  Conditions  of 
this  section  unless  contributions. 

(a)  the  government  of  the  province  in  which  the  area  is 
situated  has  approved  the  acquisition  and  clearance 
thereof  by  the  municipality; 

(h  )  the  costs  of  acquisition  and  clearance,  including  the 
cost  of  condemnation  proceedings,  less  the  amount  of 
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the  contributions  made  under  this  section  in  respect 
thereof,  are  borne  by  the  municipality  or  jointly  by  the 
municipality  and  the  province; 

(c)  the  families  to  be  dispossessed  by  the  acquisition  and 
clearance  of  the  area  are  offered  at  the  time  of  their 
dispossession  housing  accommodation  in  a  housing  pro- 
ject constructed  under  section  16,  19  or  36,  at  rentals 
that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  municipality  and  the 
Minister,  are  fair  and  reasonable,  having  regard  to  the 
family  incomes  of  the  families  to  be  dispossessed, 
except  where  the  municipality  can  establish  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Minister  that  decent,  safe  and 
sanitary  housing  accommodation  is  available  to  the 
families  to  be  dispossessed  at  rentals  that,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Minister  and  the  municipality,  are  fair 
and  reasonable,  having  regard  to  the  family  incomes  of 
the  families  to  be  dispossessed;  and 

(d)  di  substantial  part  of  the  area  at  the  time  of  acquisition 
was,  or  after  redevelopment  will  be,  used  for  residential 
purposes. 

(4)  An  agreement  entered  into  under  subsection  (1)  shall 
provide 

(a)  an  estimate  of  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  and  clear- 
ance of  the  area; 
(h )  that  the  municipality  will  acquire  and  clear  the  area; 

(c)  that  the  area  will  be  developed  in  accordance  or  in 
harmony  with  an  official  community  plan  satisfactory 
to  the  Minister; 

(d)  for  the  manner,  terms  and  conditions  of  sale,  lease, 
retention,  exchange  or  other  disposition  of  the  area  or 
any  part  thereof  ; 

(e)  for  the  times  at  which  the  Minister's  contributions 
will  be  paid  to  the  municipality; 

(J  )  for  payment  to  the  Corporation  of  a  share  of  the 
revenue  from  the  project  or  the  proceeds  of  sale  or 
other  disposition  thereof  proportionate  to  the  contri- 
butions made  under  subsection  (2)  ; 

(g  )  for  the  examination,  inspection  and  audit  of  the 
accounts  of  the  municipality  maintained  in  respect  of 
the  project;  and 

(h)  for  such  other  things  as  may  be  deemed  necessary, 
including  the  security  that  may  be  taken  by  the  Minis- 
ter by  way  of  joint  title  or  otherwise  to  safeguard  the 
Minister's  rights  of  recovery  out  of  the  project. 

(5)  The  Corporation  shall  on  behalf  of  the  Minister  carry 
out  any  agreement  entered  into  by  the  Minister  under 
subsection  (1). 

(6)  Where  a  project  is  undertaken  under  section  36  in  a 
blighted  or  substandard  area,  for  the  purpose  of  calculating 
the  Corporation's  share  of  the  capital  cost  of  the  project, 
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the  cost  of  acquisition  of  the  land  for  the  project  shall  be 
an  amount  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister,  represents  a 
fair  and  reasonable  price  for  the  land,  not  including  any 
amount  in  respect  of  the  cost  of  clearing  the  land. 

(7)  Subject  to  subsection  (8),  the  Minister  may,  out  of  Payments 
the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  ^  "^"^ 

(a)  pay  to  the  Corporation  the  money  required  by  the 
Corporation  to  meet  the  Minister's  obligations  under 
any  agreement  entered  into  under  subsection  (1),  and

between  the  Corporation  and  the  Minister,  the  costs 
and  expenses  of  the  Corporation  incurred  in  carrying 
out  the  Minister's  responsibilities  under  agreements 
entered  into  under  subsection  (1).

!•  The  Governor  in  Council  may  provide  for  the  con-  Construction 
struction  and  completion  by  Canadian  National  Railway  pietionr" 
Company  (in  this  Act  called  '^the  Company^')  prior  to  the 
1st  day  of  November,  1958,  or  such  later  date  as  the 
Governor  in  Council  may  fix,  of  the  line  of  railway  (in 
this  Act  called  the  ''railway  line")  described  in  the  Schedule. 

2.  The  Company  shall  adopt  the  principle  of  competitive  Competitive 
bids  or  tenders  in  respect  of  the  construction  of  the  railway  tenders, 
hne  in  so  far  as  the  Company  decides  not  to  perform  such 
work  or  any  part  thereof  with  its  own  forces,  but  the 
Company  is  not  bound  to  accept  the  lowest  or  any  bid 
or  tender  made  or  obtained  nor  precluded  from  negotiating 
for  better  prices  or  terms. 

S.  Estimates  of  the  mileage  of  the  railway  line,  the  Maximum  ex- 
amount  to  be  expended  on  the  construction  thereof  and  pe°diture. 
the  average  expenditure  per  mile  are  set  out  in  the  Schedule, 
and,  except  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council, 
the  Company  shall  not  in  performing  the  work  of  con- 
struction and  completion  exceed  such  estimates  by  more 
than  fifteen  per  cent. 

4.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  the  approval  issue  of 
of  the  Governor  in  Council,  the  Company  may,  in  respect 
of  the  cost  of  the  construction  and  completion  of  the 
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railway  line,  or  to  provide  amounts  required  for  the  repay- 
ment of  loans  made  under  section  5,  issue  notes,  obligations, 
bonds,  debentures  or  other  securities  (in  this  Act  called 
''securities^  0»  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate,  exclusive  of 
any  securities  issued  to  secure  loans  made  under  section  5, 
the  sum  of  three  million  two  hundred  and  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  bearing  such  rates  of  interest  and  subject  to  such 
other  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Governor  in  Council 
may  approve. 

5.  To  enable  the  work  of  construction  and  completion 
of  the  railway  line  to  proceed  forthwith,  the  Minister  of 
Finance,  upon  application  made  to  him  by  the  Company 
and  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Transport,  may,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  make  temporary 
loans  to  the  Company  out  of  the  ConsoHdated  Revenue 
Fund,  not  exceeding  three  million  two  hundred  and  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  repayable  on  such  terms  and  at  such 
rates  of  interest  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may  determine 
and  secured  by  securities  that  the  Company  is  authorized 
to  issue  under  section  4. 

6.  (1)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  authorize  the 
guarantee  by  Her  Majesty  in  right  of  Canada  of  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest  of  the  securities  that  the  Company  may 
issue  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

(2)  The  guarantee  may  be  in  such  form  and  subject  to 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may 
determine  to  be  appropriate  and  applicable  thereto  and 
may  be  signed  on  behalf  of  Her  Majesty  by  the  Minister 
of  Finance  or  such  other  person  as  the  Governor  in  Council 
may  designate,  and  such  signature  is  conclusive  evidence 
for  all  purposes  of  the  validity  of  the  guarantee  and  that 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  have  been  complied  with. 

(S)  Any  guarantee  under  this  Act  may  be  either  a 
general  guarantee  covering  the  total  amount  of  the  issue 
or  a  separate  guarantee  endorsed  on  each  obligation. 

(4)  With  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council, 
temporary  guarantees  may  be  made  to  be  subsequently 
replaced  by  permanent  guarantees. 

T.  (1)  The  proceeds  of  any  sale,  pledge,  or  other  dis- 
position of  any  guaranteed  securities  shall  in  the  first 
instance  be  paid  into  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  or 
shatt  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Minister  of  Finance 
in  trust  for  the  Company,  in  one  or  more  banks  designated 
by  him. 

(2)  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Company  may

8.  The  Minister  of  Transport  shall  present  to  Parliament  Report  to 
during  the  first  ten  days  of  each  session  held  prior  to  the 
date  of  completion  fixed  by  or  under  section  1,  a  statement 
showing  in  detail  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  work  done 
under  the  authority  of  this  Act  during  the  previous  calendar 
year,  and  the  expenditure  thereon,  and  the  estimated 
expenditure  for  the  current  calendar  year,  together  with 
the  amount  of  any  advances  made  under  section  5  and  the 
amount  of  such  advances  reimbursed,  and  such  further 
information  as  the  Minister  of  Transport  may  direct.

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows:

(a)  include  provisions  for  defining,  calculating  and 

determining  unemployment  assistance  costs  in  respect 

of  which  contributions  may  be  made;

(c)  provide  for  the  carrying  out  by  the  province  or  by 
municipalities  or  other  agencies  in  the  province  of 
any  arrangements  for  administering  assistance  to 
persons  who  are  in  need,  and  for  supplying  to  Canada 
all  necessary  information  and  documents  with  respect 
thereto  ; 

(d)  provide  for  the  determination  of  differences  arising 
under  the  agreement;  and 

(e)  ÛX  the  time  of  the  agreement  at  not  more  than  five 
years  and  thereafter  until  terminated  by  either  party 
giving  to  the  other  party  one  year's  notice  in  writing.

to  those  persons  or  to  persons  who  are  in  receipt  of 
financial  assistance  under  any  Act  of  the  Parliament 
of  Canada; 

(c)  payments  made  to  persons  by  way  of  mothers' 
allowance  ; 

(d)  payments  made  in  respect  of  medical,  hospital, 
nursing,  dental  and  optical  care,  drugs  and  dressings,

(e)  the  costs  of  administration  of  any  legislation  or 
arrangements  for  providing  assistance  to  persons  who 
are  in  need.

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(a)  payments  made  to  or  on  behalf  of  persons  who  are 
inmates  of  homes  for  special  care  and  who  vv^ould  not 
normally  be  cared  for  in  general,  acute,  chronic  or 
convalescent  hospitals,  tuberculosis  sanatoria,  mental 
institutions,  institutions  for  incurables,  orphanages  or 
child  weKare  institutions; 
(h  )  relief  payments  made  to  or  on  behalf  of  the  persons 
referred  to  in  paragraph  (b)  of  subsection  (2)  in 
addition  to  the  payments  therein  specified;  and 
(c)  travelling  costs  incurred  for  the  benefit  of  persons 

to  whom  assistance  is  provided  or  their  dependants.

assistance  to  unemployed  persons  who  are  in  need,  and  for  the  sharing 
of  the  costs  thereof; 

Now,  Therefore,  this  agreement  witnesseth  that  in  consideration 
of  the  premises  and  of  the  mutual  covenants  and  agreements  herein 
contained,  the  parties  hereto  hereby  covenant  and  agree  each  with  the 
other  as  follows  : 

1.  In  this  agreement,  unless  the  contrary  intention  appears, 

(a)  "province'^  means  the  province  of 

(b )  ''municipality"  means  a  municipal  corporation  in  the  province 
and  includes  any  city,  town  or  local  governmental  body  estab- 
lished under  the  authority  of  the  law  of  the  province  and 
authorized  to  administer  assistance  to  unemployed  persons 
who  are  in  need; 

(c)  ''a  recipient  of  mother's  allowance''  includes 

(i)  a  dependent  child  of  a  person  receiving  a  mother's 
allowance  if  such  child  is  within  the  age  group  for  whom 
provision  is  made  under  the  law  of  the  province  that 
provides  for  the  payment  of  mother's  allowances;  and 

(ii)  the  husband  of  a  person  receiving  a  mother's  allowance 
if  an  allowance  is  being  paid  on  his  behalf  under  the 
law  of  the  province  that  provides  for  the  payment  of 
mothers'  allowances. 

(d )  ''population"  means,  except  in  subparagraph  (a)  oî  paragraph 
13,  the  most  recent  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  province 
made  by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  and  published  by 
the  Queen's  Printer  at  Ottawa  prior  to  the  month  to  which 
the  reimbursement  claim  relates  ; 
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(e)  "homes  for  special  care'^  means  nursing  homes,  hostels  for 
indigent  transients,  homes  for  the  aged,  poor  houses,  alms

WHEREAS  it  appears  by  messages  from  His  Excellency,  Preamble, 
the  Right  Honourable  Vincent  Massey,  etc.,  etc., 
Governor  General  of  Canada,  and  the  estimâtes  accompany- 
ing the  said  messages,  that  the  sums  hereinafter  mentioned 
-are  required  to  defray  certain  expenses  of  the  public  service 
of  Canada,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  for  the  financial  year 
ending  the  31st  day  of  March,  1957,  and  for  other  purposes 
connected  with  the  public  service:  May  it  therefore  please 
Your  Majesty,  that  it  may  be  enacted,  and  be  it  enacted  by 
the  Queen's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons 
of  Canada,  that: 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Appropi'iation  Act  short  title. 
No.  5,  1956. 

2.  From  and  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  s2G4.409,- 
there  may  be  paid  and  appHed  a  sum  not  exceeding  in  the  granted  for 
whole  two  hundred  and  sixty-four  million,  four  hundred  and  Î956-57.

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  R.s.c.si 
Senate  and  House  of  Conmions  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  :

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  :

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Federal-Provirictal  Tax-  Short  title.

Interpretation. 

2.  (1)   In  this  Act,  Definitions.

the  province  in  that  taxation  year,  such  tax  to  be 
computed  as  if  imposed  under  the  Income  Tax  Act  and 
regulations  thereunder; 
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(e)  "standard  corporation  rate^'  means  the  rate  specified 
in  paragraph  (d); 

(f )  "standard  individual  income  tax^^  as  applied  to  a 
province  for  a  fiscal  year,  means  the  amount,  as  deter- 
mined by  the  Minister,  that  would  be  derived  from  a 
tax 

(i)  on  the  incomes  of  individuals  resident  within  the 
province  on  the  last  day  of  the  taxation  year,  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Income  Tax  Act,  ending  in  the 
fiscal  year,  and 

(ii)  on  the  incomes  earned  in  that  taxation  year 
within  the  province  by  individuals  not  resident 
in  any  other  province, 

equal  to  ten  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  of  tax  payable 
under  the  Income  Tax  Act  on  those  incomes  but  not 
including  the  Old  Age  Security  tax  imposed  by  sub- 
section (3)  of  section  10  of  the  Old  Age  Security  Act; 

(g)  "standard  individual  rate''  means  the  percentage 
specified  in  paragraph  (f  ); 

(h)  "standard  succession  duty"  as  applied  to  a  province 
for  a  fiscal  year  means  the  amount  determined  by  the 
Minister  that  would  be  derived  from  a  tax  equal  to 
fifty  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  of  succession  duty 
payable  under  the  Dominion  Succession  Duty  Act 
in  respect  of  the  province  for  the  fiscal  year,  and  where 
succession  duty  is  payable  under  an  enactment  other 
than  the  Dominion  Succession  Duty  Act,  the  amount 
determined  by  the  Minister  that  would  be  derived 
from  a  tax  equal  to  fifty  per  cent  of  the  total  amount 
of  succession  duty  payable  in  respect  of 

(i)  property  situated  in  the  province  and  included 
in  the  estates  of  persons  dying  in  the  fiscal  year

(iii)  property  situated  in  the  province  included  in 
the  estates  of  persons  dying  in  the  fiscal  year 
domiciled  outside  the  province; 

(i)  "standard  succession  duty  rate"  means  the  percentage 
specified  in  paragraph  (h); 

(j)  "standard  taxes"  as  applied  to  a  province  for  a 
fiscal  year,  means  the  aggregate  of 

(i)  the  standard  individual  income  tax  and  the 
standard  corporation  income  tax  appUcable  to 
that  province  for  that  fiscal  year,  and 
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(ii)  the  average  of  standard  succession  duty  applic- 
able to  that  province  for  that  fiscal  year  aikl  the 
two  fiscal  years  immediately  preceding  it; 
(k)  "succession  duty'*  for  the  purposes  of  paragraph  (h)  "Succession 
means  any  estate,  legacy,  succession  or  inheritance  ^^^y-" 
duty  or  tax  imposed  by  any  Act  of  the  Parliament  of 
Canada;  and 

(1)  "tax  rental  agreement''  means  an  agreement  entered  "Tax  rental 

into  under  section  6.  agreement." 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act  and  any  agreement  made  Populations, 
under  this  Act, 

(a)  the  population  of  Canada  or  a  province 

(i)  for  a  calendar  year  in  which  a  census  thereof 
was  taken,  means  the  population  as  ascertained 
by  the  census,  and 

(ii)  for  any  other  year,  means  the  population  on  the 
1st  day  of  June  in  that  year  as  estimated  by  the 
Dominion  Statistician,  on  the  assumption  that 
the  population  changed  at  a  uniform  rate  annudly 
between  censuses;  and 

(h)  the  population  of  Canada  or  a  province  for  any 
fiscal  year  is  the  population  determined  in  accordance 
with  this  subsection  for  the  calendar  year  in  which  the 
fiscal  year  begins. 

(3)  Where  from  time  to  time  by  reason  of  a  change  in  Alteration 
the  rates  of  tax  or  in  personal  exemptions  or  allowances  ^^^'^^^^^ 
for  dependants  as  defined  in  the  regulations,  the  effective 

rate  of  individual  income  tax  or  of  succession  duty  differs 
from  the  corresponding  effective  rate  applicable 

(a)  in  the  case  of  individual  income  tax,  on  the  6th  of 

January,  1956,  or 
(h)  in  the  case  of  succession  duty,  on  the  6th  day  of 
January,  1956,  or,  where  the  succession  duty  is  imposed 
by  an  enactment  other  than  the  Dominion  Succession 
Duly  Act  J  on  the  date  of  coming  into  force  of  that 
enactment, 

the  Minister  shall  alter  the  standard  individual  rate  or  the

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1952 y  whereby  the  province  and  municipalities  therein 
would  refrain  from  imposing  individual  income  taxes, 
corporation  income  taxes,  corporation  taxes  and  succes- 
sion duties,  that  is  payable  by  Canada  to  the  province 
under  that  agreement  in  respect  of  the  fiscal  year 
ending  in  1957  by  way  of  compensation  as  authorized 
by  section  4  of  the  said  Act,  or 

(b  )  in  the  case  of  a  province  that  did  not  enter  into  an 
agreement  described  in  paragraph  (a)^  that  would  have 
been  payable  by  Canada  to  the  province  in  respect  of 
the  fiscal  year  ending  in  1957  by  way  of  compensation 
as  authorized  by  section  4  of  The  Tax  Rental  Agree- 
ments Ad,  1952,  if  the  province  had  entered  into  such 
an  agreement  upon  the  most  favourable  terms  permitted 
by  the  said  Act, 
increased,  for  the  purposes  of  any  fiscal  year,  to  the  amount 
that  is  in  the  same  proportion  to  the  amount  so  payable  as 
the  population  of  the  province  for  that  fiscal  year  is  to  the 
said  population  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  in  1957. 

(3)  The  projected  tax  rental  payment  applicable  to  a  projected 
province  for  a  fiscal  year  is  the  amount,  as  determined  by  p^^^^^t'' 
the  Minister  in  accordance  with  the  regulations,  that  would  " 
be  payable  by  Canada  to  the  province  in  respect  of  the  fiscal 

year  as  compensation  for  the  province  and  municipalities 
therein  refraining  from  imposing  individual  income  taxes, 
corporation  income  taxes,  corporation  taxes  and  succession 
duties  pursuant  to  an  agreement  similar  in  principle  to  such 
an  agreement  as  authorized  by  The  Tax  Rental  Agreements 
Act,  1952  (with  such  modification  as  the  Governor  in  Council 
deems  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  applying  that  Act  and 
the  agreements  to  the  period  commencing  the  1st  day  of 
April,  1957  and  ending  on  the  31st  day  of  March,  1962)  if 
such  an  agreement  had  been  entered  into  by  Canada  and 
the  province, 

(4)  The  basic  stabilization  amount  applicable  to  a  Basic 
province  for  a  fiscal  year  is  the  amount  determined  by  the  stabilization 
Minister  to  be, 

(a)ioT  the  fiscal  year  ending  in  the  year  1959,  ninety-five 
per  cent  of  the  total  of  the  tax  equahzation  payment, 
provincial  revenue  stabilization  payment  and  current 
tax  rental  payment  applicable  to  the  province  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  in  the  year  1958;  and 

(h)  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  in  the  year  1960  and  for 
each  succeeding  fiscal  year,  ninety-five  per  cent  of  the 
average  of  the  totals  of  the  tax  equalization  payments, 
provincial  revenue  stabiHzation  payments  and  current 
tax  rental  payments  applicable  to  the  province  for  the 
two  fiscal  years  immediately  preceding  that  fiscal  year.

Tax  Rental  Agreements. 


Tax  rental  O.  (1)  The  Minister,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor 
agreements,  [j^  Couucil,  may,  OTi  behalf  of  the  Government  of  Canada, 
enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  government  of  any  province 
to  provide,  in  accordance  with  and  subject  to  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  may  be  so  approved,  that  Canada  will  pay 
compensation,  as  authorized  by  section  7,  to  the  province 
if  the  province  and  the  municipalities  in  that  province 
refrain  from  levying  all  or  any  of  the  following: 

(a)  individual  income  taxes,  as  defined  in  the  agreement, 
in  respect  of  the  period  of  five  years  commencing  on 
the  1st  day  of  January,  1957  and  ending  on  the  31st 
day  of  December,  1961,  or  any  lesser  period  ending 
on  the  said  31st  day  of  December; 
(h  )  corporation  income  taxes  and  corporation  taxes 
as  defined  in  the  agreement,  in  respect  of  the  period 
of  five  years  commencing  on  the  1st  day  of  January, 
1957  and  ending  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1961, 
or  any  lesser  period  ending  on  the  said  31st  day  of 
December;  and 
(c)  succession  duties  as  defined  in  the  agreement,  in 
respect  of  successions  or  transmissions  consequent 
upon,  or  on  property  passing  upon  any  death  occurring 
during  the  period  of  five  years  commencing  on  the 
1st  day  of  April,  1957  and  ending  on  the  31st  day  of 
March,  1962,  or  any  lesser  period  ending  on  the  said 
31st  day  of  March. 
Exception.         (2)  Notwithstanding  subsection  (1),  a  tax  rental  agree- 
ment may,  without  affecting  the  compensation  payable 
under  section  7,  provide  that  the  province  may  levy  or 
empower  a  municipality  to  levy  taxes  on  income  earned  in 
the  province  during  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  periods 
mentioned  in  paragraph  (a)  ox  (b)  of  subsection  (1)  derived 
from  mining  operations  or  on  income  so  earned  derived 
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from  logging  operations  or  on  income  so  earned  derived 
from  both  mining  and  logging  operations,  as  defined  in  the 
agreement. 

(3)  The  Minister,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  m  Amendments. 
Council,  may,  on  behalf  of  the  Government  of  Canada, 
enter  into  an  agreement,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  amending  the  terms  and  conditions  of  a  tax 
rental  agreement.

(c)  the  average  of  the  standard  succession  duty  applicable 
to  the  fiscal  year  and  the  two  fiscal  years  immediately 
preceding  it  if,  under  the  agreement,  the  province  and 
municipaUties  refrain  from  levying  succession  duties 
as  therein  defined  in  respect  of  the  fiscal  year. 
(2)  The  amount  of  compensation  payable  by  Canada  to  For  nart 
a  province  under  a  tax  rental  agreement  in  respect  of  part 
of  a  year  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  that  is  in  the  same 
proportion  to  the  amount  that  would  have  been  payable  in 
respect  of  the  whole  year  if  the  agreement  had  been  entered 
into  with  respect  to  the  whole  year,  as  the  part  of  the  year 
is  to  the  whole  year. 


Tax  Collection  Agreements. 


8.  Where  a  province  imposes  taxes  on  the  income  of  Tax 
individuals  or  corporations  or  both  at  the  rate  provided  by  ^gre 
the  Income  Tax  Ac^  for  computing  the  amount  that  may  be 
deducted  from  individual  income  tax  or  corporation  income 
tax  on  account  of  such  provincial  taxes,  under  a  statute  that 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister  is  substantially  similar  to  the 
corresponding  provisions  in  the  Income  Tax  Act,  the 
Minister,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council, 
may,  on  behalf  of  the  Government  of  Canada,  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  the  government  of  the  province  pursuant 
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to  which  the  Government  of  Canada  will  collect  the  pro- 
vincial taxes  on  behalf  of  the  province  and  will  make  pay- 
ments to  the  province  in  respect  of  the  taxes  so  collected, 
in  accordance  with  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  agree- 
ment prescribes. 

Provincial  Corporation  Taxes. 

Provincial  O.  Where  a  tax  that  a  province  or  a  municipality  in 
taxe3.^^^^°°  the  province  levies  and  collects  on  corporations  (other  than 
a  tax  that  is  excluded  by  the  regulations  from  the  operation 
of  this  section)  is  allowed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  a  deduction 
in  computing  the  income  of  a  corporation  under  the  Income 
Tax  Act  for  any  of  the  taxation  years  1957  to  1961,  the 
amount,  as  determined  by  the  Minister,  by  which  the 
income  tax  payable  by  the  corporation  under  the  Income 
Tax  Act  is  reduced  by  reason  of  the  tax  being  so  allowed  as 
a  deduction  may  be  deducted  from  any  payment  to  the 
province  under  this  Act  or  otherwise  recovered  as  a  debt 
due  to  Canada  by  the  province. 

Regulations. 

Regulations.  lO.  The  Govemor  in  Council  may  make  such  regulations 
as  he  deems  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  this  Act  and,  without  restricting  the  generahty 
of  the  foregoing,  may  make  regulations  respecting

ments by  reason  of  such  advances,  and  the  recovery  of 
overpayments  ; 
(h  )  the  time  and  manner  of  making  any  payment  under 
this  Act  ; 

(c)  the  determination  of  any  matter  that  under  this  Act 
is  to  be  determined  by  the  Minister;  and 

(d)  any  matter  that,  by  this  Act,  is  to  be  defined  or 
prescribed  by  or  done  in  accordance  with  the  regula- 
tions.

An  Act  to  amend  the  National  Parks  Act  respecting  the 
boundaries  of  Cape  Breton  Highlands  National  Park. 

[Assented  to  31st  July,  1956.] 

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  J^jli^- 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  1955,  c' 37.  ' 
follows  : 

1.  The  lands  described  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  are  Lands  with- 
withdrawn  from  Cape  Breton  Highlands  National  Park,  cTi^Breton 
described  in  the  Schedule  to  the  National  Parks  Act,  and  Highlands 
declared  to  be  no  longer  required  for  Park  purposes.  piï?^ 
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SCHEDULE. 

All  that  portion  of  Cape  Breton  Highlands  National  Park,  in  the 
county  of  Inverness,  in  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  more  particularly- 
described  as  follows  : 

Beginning  at  that  point  where  a  line  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  Cabot 
Trail,  parallel  to,  and  at  a  constant  perpendicular  distance  of  three

Thence  on  an  azimuth  of  North  ninety  degrees  West  (N90°  00 'W)  a 
distance  of  eleven  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty-one  (11,351)  feet 
more  or  less  unto  an  iron  post  marked  "E^'; 

Thence  on  an  azimuth  of  South  sixty-two  degrees  forty- three  minutes 
West  (S62°  43 'W)  a  distance  of  ten  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven  (10,537)  feet  unto  an  iron  post  marked  ''F'^* 

Thence  on  an  azimuth  of  South  thirty  degrees  three  minutes  East 
(S30°  03 'E)  a  distance  of  twelve  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine  (12,999)  feet  unto  an  iron  post  marked  "G"; 

Thence  on  an  azimuth  of  South  seventy-nine  degrees  thirty-seven 
minutes  East  (S79°  37'E)  a  distance  of  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
eighty-six  (2,786)  feet  unto  an  iron  post  marked  ''H^'; 

Thence  on  an  azimuth  of  North  thirty-two  degrees  forty-one  minutes 
East  (N32°  41 'E)  a  distance  of  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
one  (1,171)  feet  unto  an  iron  post  marked  ''I"; 

Thence  on  an  azimuth  of  South  seventy-eight  degrees  fifty-one 
minutes  East  (S78°  51'E)  a  distance  of  three  hundred  and  fifty-five 
(355)  feet  more  or  less  to  intersect  the  easterly  limit  of  tlie  Pubhc  Road 
known  as  the  Cabot  Trail;

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Thence  easterly,  westerly,  and  southerly  along  the  line  of  high- water 
mark  of  the  Norlii  Bay  of  Ingonish,  the  peninsula  locally  known  as 
Middle  Head  and  the  sand  beach  south  of  Middle  Head,  throughout  all 
the  sinuosities  of  the  coast  to  the  point  of  intersection  of  such  high- 
water  mark  with  a  line  produced  on  an  azimuth  of  North  seventy-two 
degrees  eight  minutes  East  (N72°  08 'E)  from  an  iron  post  marked  ''V" 
planted  at  the  northerly  Hmit  of  the  Public  Road  which,  on  the  south 
side  of  what  is  locally  known  as  the  Freshwater  Lake,  connects  the  sand 
beach  with  the  main  Cabot  Trail,  said  iron  post  marked  ^^V"  being  at

An  Act  to  implement  an  Agreement  between  Canada  and 
the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany  for  the  avoidance  of 
Double  Taxation  with  respect  to  Income  Tax. 

[Assented  to  14th  August,  1956.] 

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  : 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Canada-Germany  Income  Short  title. 
Tax  Agreement  Actj  1956. 

2.  The  Agreement  entered  into  between  Canada  and  the  Agreement 
Federal  RepubUc  of  Germany,  set  out  in  the  Schedule,  is  «^pp^^^^^- 
approved  and  declared  to  have  the  force  of  law  in  Canada. 

3.  In  the  event  of  any  inconsistency  between  the  Inconsistent 
provisions  of  this  Act,  or  the  Agreement,  and  the  operation  ^^"^^ 

of  any  other  law,  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  the 
Agreement  prevail  to  the  extent  of  the  inconsistency. 

4.  The  Minister  of  National  Revenue  may  make  such  ^nd^'^^ 
orders  and  regulations  as  are,  in  his  opinion,  necessary  for  regulations, 
the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  Agreement  or  for  giving 

effect  to  any  of  the  provisions  thereof. 

5.  This  Act  shall  come  into  force  on  a  day  to  be  fixed 

by  proclamation  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  shall  duration, 
continue  in  force  until  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  proclamation 
of  the  Governor  in  Council  following  the  termination  of 
the  Agreement,  and  no  longer. 
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SCHEDULE. 

Convention  Between  Canada  and  the  Federal 
Republic  of  Germany  for  the  Avoidance  of 
Double  Taxation  and  the  Prevention  of  Fiscal 
Evasion  with  Respect  to  Taxes  on  Income. 

Canada  and  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany,  desiring  to  conclude 
a  Convention  for  the  avoidance  of  double  taxation  and  the  prevention 
of  fiscal  evasion  with  respect  to  taxes  on  income,  have  agreed  as  follows  : 


Article  I. 

(1)  The  taxes  which  are  the  subject  of  this  Convention  are: 

(a)  in  Canada  : 

income  taxes,  including  surtaxes  and  the  old  age  security  tax 
on  income  which  are  imposed  by  the  Government  of  Canada 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  ''Canadian  tax'^  ; 

(h  )  in  the  Federal  Republic  : 

the  Einkommensteuer  (income  tax), 

the  Koerperschaftsteuer  (corporation  tax), 

the  Notopfer  BerUn  (Berlin  emergency  aid  tax), 

(hereinafter  referred  to  as  ''Federal  Republic  tax^Oî 

(2)  The  present  Convention  shall  also  apply  to  any  other  taxes  of 
a  substantially  similar  character  imposed  in  the  Federal  Republic  or 
Canada  subsequently  to  the  date  of  signature  of  this  Convention. 


Article  II. 

(1)  In  this  Convention,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: 

{a)  The  terms  "one  of  the  territories"  and  "the  other  territory" 
mean  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany  or  Canada,  as  the 
context  requires;  the  territory  of  the  Federal  Republic  of 
Germany  means  the  territory  in  which  the  Basic  Law  for  the 
Federal  Repubhc  of  Germany  is  in  force  ; 

(h  )  The  term  "tax"  means  Federal  Repubhc  tax  or  Canadian 
tax,  as  the  context  requires; 

(c)  The  term  "person"  includes  natural  persons  and  companies; 

(d)  The  term  "company"  means  any  body  corporate  and  any 
entity  which  is  treated  as  a  body  corporate  for  tax  purposes  ; 
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(e)  The  terms  "resident  of  the  Federal  Republic'^  and  "resident  of 
Canada"  mean  respectively  any  person  who  is  resident  in  the 
Federal  Republic  for  the  purposes  of  Federal  Republic  tax 
and  not  resident  in  Canada  for  the  purposes  of  Canadian  tax 
and  any  person  who  is  resident  in  Canada  for  purposes  of 
Canadian  tax,  and  not  resident  in  the  Federal  Republic  for  the 
purposes  of  Federal  Republic  tax  ;  a  company  shall  be  regarded 
as  resident  in  the  Federal  Republic  if 

(i)  its  business  is  managed  and  controlled  in  the  Federal 

Republic,  or 

(ii)  it  is  incorporated  in  the  Federal  Repubhc  and  not 
managed  and  controlled  in  Canada. 

A  company  shall  be  regarded  as  resident  in  Canada  if  its  business  is 
managed  and  controlled  in  Canada. 

(f  )  The  terms  "Federal  Republic  enterprise''  and  "Canadian 
enterprise"  mean  respectively  an  industrial  or  commercial 
enterprise  or  undertaking  carried  on  by  a  resident  of  the 
Federal  Repubhc  and  an  industrial  or  commercial  enterprise 
or  undertaking  carried  on  by  a  resident  of  Canada;  and  the 
terms  "enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories"  and  "enterprise 
of  the  other  territory"  mean  a  Federal  Republic  enterprise 
or  a  Canadian  enterprise,  as  the  context  requires; 

(g)  (aa)  The  term  "permanent  establishment"  when  used  with 
respect  to  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories  means  a 
branch,  office,  factory,  workshop,  warehouse,  mine,  stone 
quarry  or  other  place  of  exploitation  of  the  ground  or 
soil,  permanent  sales  exhibition  or  other  fixed  place  of 
business; 

(hh)  An  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  a  permanent  estabUshment  in  the  other  territory 
if  it  carries  on  in  that  other  territory  a  construction  or 
assembly  project  or  the  like,  the  duration  of  which  exceeds 
or  will  likely  exceed  twelve  months,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  it  has  no  fixed  place  of  business  in  such  other 
territory  within  the  meaning  of  sub-paragraph  (aa), 

(cc)  Except  as  provided  in  sub-paragraph  (dd)  a.  permanent 
establishment  is  not  constituted  by  the  use  of  mere 
storage  facilities, 
or 

the  maintenance  of  a  stock  of  merchandise — whether  in  a 
warehouse  or  not — merely  for  convenience  of  dehvery 
and  not  for  purposes  of  display; 
(dd)  An  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  a  permanent  estabUshment  in  the  other  territory 
if  in  that  other  territory; 

(i)  it  has  an  agent  or  employee  who  has  and  habitu- 
ally exercises  general  authority  to  negotiate  and 
conclude  contracts  on  behalf  of  the  enterprise  ;  or 
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(ii)  it  has  an  agent  or  employee  who  has  a  stock  of 
merchandise  from  which  he  regularly  fills  orders 
on  behalf  of  the  enterprise. 

An  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories  shall  not  be  deemed 
to  have  a  permanent  establishment  merely  because 
it  carries  on  business  dealings  in  the  other  territory 
through  a  bona  fide  broker,  general  commission  agent  or 
other  independent  agent  acting  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
his  business  as  such; 

(ee)  The  fact  that  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories 
maintains  in  the  other  territory  a  fixed  place  of  business 
exclusively  for  the  purchase  of  goods  or  merchandise 
shall  not  of  itself  constitute  that  fixed  place  of  business 
a  permanent  establishment  of  the  enterprise; 

(ff  )  The  fact  that  a  company  which  is  a  resident  of  one  of 
the  territories  has  a  subsidiary  company  which  is  a 
resident  of  the  other  territory  or  which  carries  on  a  trade 
or  business  in  that  other  territory  (whether  through  a 
permanent  estabhshment  or  otherwise)  shall  not  of  itself 
constitute  that  subsidiary  company  a  permanent  establish- 
ment of  its  parent  company. 

(h )  The  term  ''competent  authorities''  means  in  the  case  of 
Canada,  the  Minister  of  National  Revenue  or  his 
authorised  representative,  in  the  case  of  the  Federal 
Republic  the  Federal  Minister  of  Finance. 

(2)  In  the  appHcation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Convention  by  one 
of  the  contracting  States  any  term  not  otherwise  defined  in  this 
Convention  shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have  the 
meaning  which  it  has  under  the  laws  in  force  in  the  territory  of  that 
State  relating  to  the  taxes  which  are  the  subject  of  this  Convention. 


Article  III. 

(1)  The  industrial  or  commercial  profits  of  an  enterprise  of  one  of 
the  territories  shall  not  be  subject  to  tax  in  the  other  territory  unless 
the  enterprise  carries  on  a  trade  or  business  in  the  other  territory 
through  a  permanent  establishment  situated  therein.  If  it  carries  on 
a  trade  or  business  in  that  other  territory  through  a  permanent 
establishment  situated  therein,  tax  may  be  imposed  on  those  profits 
in  the  other  territory  but  only  on  so  much  of  them  as  is  attributable 
to  that  permanent  estabhshment. 

(2)  The  share  of  the  industrial  or  conamercial  profits  of  an  under- 
taking accruing  to  a  partner  therein  who  is  a  resident  of  one  of  the 
territories  shall  likewise  not  be  subject  to  tax  in  the  other  territory  unless 
the  undertaking  carries  on  a  trade  or  business  in  that  other  territory 
through  a  permanent  establishment  situated  therein.    If  it  carries  on 
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a  trade  or  business  in  that  other  territory  through  a  permanent  estabh'sh- 
ment  situated  therein  tax  may  be  imposed  in  the  other  territory  on  the 
share  of  the  profits  accruing  to  that  partner,  but  only  on  so  much  as 
represents  his  share  of  the  profits  attributable  to  the  permanent 
establishment. 

(3)  Where  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories  carries  on  a  trade 
or  business  in  the  other  territory  through  a  permanent  establishment 
situated  therein,  there  shall  be  attributed  to  that  permanent 
establishment  the  industrial  or  commercial  profits  which  it  might  be' 
expected  to  derive  in  that  other  territory  if  it  were  an  independent 
enterprise  engaged  in  the  same  or  similar  activities  under  the  same  or 
similar  conditions  and  dealing  at  arm^s  length  with  the  enterprise  of 
which  it  is  a  permanent  establishment.  / 

(4)  In  determining  industrial  or  conamercial  profits  of  a  permanent 
establishment  there  shall  be  allowed  as  deductions  all  expenses 
reasonably  allocable  to  the  permanent  establishment,  including  executive 
and  general  administrative  expenses  so  allocable. 

(5)  Paragraphs  (1)  and  (2)  shall  not  be  construed  as  preventing 
one  of  the  contracting  States  from  imposing  pursuant  to  this  Convention 
a  tax  on  income  (e.g.  dividends  interest,  rents  or  royalties)  derived 
from  sources  within  its  territory  by  a  resident  of  the  other  territory  if 
such  income  is  not  attributable  to  a  permanent  establishment  in  the 
first-mentioned  territory. 

(6)  The  competent  authorities  of  the  two  contracting  States  may 
lay  down  rules  by  agreement  for  the  apportionment  of  industrial  or 
commercial  profits. 


Article  IV. 

Where 

(a)  the  person  carrying  on  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories 
participates  directly  or  indirectly  in  the  management,  control 
or  capital  of  an  enterprise  of  the  other  territory,  or 

(b)  the  same  person  participates  directly  or  indirectly  in  the  man- 
agement, control  or  capital  of  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  terri- 
tories and  an  enterprise  of  the  other  territory, 

and,  in  either  case,  conditions  are  made  or  imposed  between  the  two 
enterprises,  in  their  conoimercial  or  financial  relations,  which  differ 
from  those  which  would  be  made  between  independent  enterprises, 
then  any  profits  which  would  but  for  those  conditions  have  accrued 
to  one  of  the  enterprises  but  by  reason  of  those  conditions  have  not 
so  accrued  may  be  included  in  the  profits  of  that  enterprise  and 
taxed  accordingly. 
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Article  V. 

(1)  Profits  accruing  to  a  resident  of  one  of  the  territories  from  an 
enterprise  which  is  managed  and  controlled  in  that  territory  and  derives 
such  profits  from  operating  ships  or  aircraft,  whether  owned  or  chartered 
by  the  enterprise,  shall  be  exempt  from  tax  in  the  other  territory. 

(2)  Paragraph  (1)  shall  likewise  apply  in  respect  of  participations 
in  pools  of  any  kind  by  enterprises  engaged  in  air-transport. 


Article  VI. 

(1)  The  rate  of  tax  on  dividends  paid  to  a  company  which  is  a 
resident  of  one  of  the  territories  by  a  company  resident  in  the  other 
territory  more  than  25%  of  the  voting  shares  of  which  are  owned  by  the 
former  company  shall  not  exceed  15%  in  the  other  territory. 

(2)  Where  a  company  which  is  a  resident  of  one  of  the  territories 
derives  profits  or  income  from  sources  within  the  other  territory  there 
shall  not  be  imposed  in  that  other  territory: — 

(i)  any  form  of  taxation  on  dividends  paid  by  the  company  to 
a  person  not  resident  in  that  other  territory  unless  such 
dividend  is  attributable  to  a  permanent  establishment 
maintained  in  that  other  territory  by  a  person  not  resident 
in  that  territory  or 

pi)  any  tax  in  the  nature  of  an  undistributed  profits  tax  on 
undistributed  profits  of  the  company. 

(3)  In  this  Agreement  the  term  '^dividends^'  includes  profits  distri- 
buted to  persons  participating  in  a  Gesellschaft  mit  heschraenkter  Haftung, 

(4)  Paragraph  (1)  shall  not  apply  where  a  resident  of  one  of  the 
territories  has  a  permanent  establishment  in  the  other  territory  and 
such  dividends  are  attributable  to  that  permanent  establishment;  in 
such  event  article  III  of  this  Convention  shall  be  applicable. 


Article  VII. 

(1)  The  rate  of  tax  on  interest  on  bonds,  securities,  notes,  deben- 
tures or  on  any  other  form  of  indebtedness  (exclusive  of  interest  on 
debts  secured  by  mortgages  on  real  estate  and  interest  on  convertible 
bonds  and  income  bonds)  derived  from  sources  within  one  of  the  terri- 
tories by  a  resident  of  the  other  territory  shall  not  exceed  15%  in  the 
first  mentioned  territory. 

(2)  Paragraph  (1)  shall  not  apply  where  a  resident  of  one  of  the 
territories  has  a  permanent  establishment  in  the  other  territory  and 
such  interest  is  attributable  to  that  permanent  establishment;  in  such 
event  Article  III  of  this  Convention  shall  be  applicable. 
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Article  VIII. 

(1)  Copyright  royalties  and  other  like  pa3anents  made  in  respect 
of  the  production  or  reproduction  of  any  literary,  dramatic,  musical 
or  artistic  work  (excluding  royalties  and  like  payments  in  respect  of 
motion  picture  films  and  films  for  use  in  connection  with  television) 
and  derived  from  sources  within  one  of  the  territories  by  a  resident  of 
the  other  territory  shall  be  exempt  from  tax  in  that  first-mentioned 
territory.  ^  > 

(2)  The  rate  of  tax  on  royalties  and  other  payments  derived  as 
consideration  for  the  right  to  use  patents,  designs,  plans,  secret  proc- 
esses and  formulae,  trade  marks  and  other  like  property  and  rights 
derived  from  sources  within  one  of  the  territories  by  a  resident  of  the 
other  territory  shall  not  exceed  15%  in  the  first  mentioned  territory. 

(3)  The  rate  of  tax  on  royalties  and  like  payments  in  respect  of 
motion  picture  films  and  films  for  use  in  connection  with  television 
derived  from  sources  within  one  of  the  territories  by  a  resident  of  the 
other  territory  shall  not  exceed  10%  in  the  first  mentioned  territory. 

(4)  Where  any  royalty  exceeds  a  fair  and  reasonable  consideration 
in  reject  of  the  rights  for  which  it  is  paid,  the  exemption  provided  by 
this  Article  shall  apply  only  to  so  much  of  the  royalties  as  represents 
such  fair  and  reasonable  consideration. 

(5)  Paragraphs  (1)  (2)  and  (3)  shall  not  apply  where  a  resident 
of  one  of  the  territories  has  a  permanent  establishment  in  the  other 
territory  and  such  items  of  income  as  are  dealt  with  in  these  paragraphs 
are  attributable  to  that  permanent  establishment  ;  in  such  event  Article 
III  of  this  Convention  shall  be  applicable. 


Article  IX. 


(1)  Except  as  provided  in  Article  XIII  a  resident  of  one  of  the 
territories  shall  be  exempt  in  the  other  territory  from  any  tax  on  gains 
from  the  sale,  transfer  or  exchange  of  capital  assets. 

(2)  Paragraph  (1)  shall  not  apply  where  a  resident  of  one  of  the 
territories  has  a  permanent  establishment  in  the  other  territory  and 
such  gains  are  attributable  to  that  permanent  establishment;  in  such 
event  Article  III  of  this  Convention  shall  be  applicable. 

(3)  Paragraph  (1)  shall  not  apply  to  the  profits  from  the  sale 
of  shares  in  a  company  of  the  Federal  Republic  in  which  the  vendor  had 
a  substantial  interest. 
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Article  X. 

(1)  Remuneration  (other  than  pensions)  paid  out  of  public  funds 
of  one  of  the  contracting  states  or  pohtical  sub-di\'isions  thereof  to  any 
indi\-idual  for  services  to  that  State  or  pohtical  sub-di\ision  thereof 
shall  be  exempt  from  tax  in  the  territor}^  of  the  other  State  if  the 
indi\4dual  is  a  citizen  of  the  first-mentioned  State. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  not  apply  to  pa^nnents  in 
respect  of  ser^dces  in  connection  with  any  trade  or  business  carried 
on  b}'  either  of  the  contracting  states  or  pohtical  sub-divisions  thereof 
for  purposes  of  profit. 

Article  XI. 

fl)  Profits  or  remAmeration  from  a  profession  (including  services 
as  a  director)  or  emplo^mient  earned  by  an  individual  who  is  a  resident 
of  one  of  the  territories  may  also  be  taxed  in  the  other  territory  but 
only  if  the  acti^'ities  are  performed  in  the  latter  territory. 

(2)  An  individual  resident  of  the  Federal  Republic  shall  be  exempt 
from  Canadian  tax  upon  the  profits  or  remuneration  referred  to  in 
paragraph  (1)  if  he  is  temporarily  present  in  Canada  for  a  period  or 
periods  not  exceeding  a  total  of  183  days  during  the  taxable  year  and 
either  of  the  following  conditions  is  met: 

(a)  his  compensation  is  received  for  activities  performed  for  or 
on  behalf  of  a  resident  of  the  Federal  Repubhc  and  such 
compensation  is  borne  by  such  resident,  or 

(h)  his  compensation  received  for  such  activities  does  not  exceed 
$3,000  gross. 

(3)  The  provisions  of  paragraph  (2)  of  this  Article  shall  apply, 

mutadis  mutandis,  to  an  indi^ddual  resident  of  Canada  with  respect 
to  compensation  for  activities  performed  in  the  Federal  Repubhc. 

(4)  The  provisions  of  paragraphs  (2)  and  (3)  shall  not  apply  to 
compensate  of  pubUc  entertainers  such  as  theatre,  motion  picture,  radio 
or  variety  artists,  musicians  or  athletes. 


Article  XII. 

(1)  Any  pension  (other  than  pension  paid  out  of  public  funds  of 
one  of  the  states  or  pohtical  subdivision  thereof)  and  any  annuity, 
derived  from  sources  within  one  of  the  territories  by  an  individual  who 
is  a  resident  of  the  other  territory  shall  be  exempt  from  tax  in  the 
first-mentioned  territory. 
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(2)  The  term  "pension",  as  used  in  this  Article,  means  periodic 
payments  made  in  consideration  for  services  rendered  or  by  way  of 
compensation  for  injuries  received. 

(3)  The  term  ''annuity"  means  a  stated  sum  payable  periodically 
at  stated  times,  during  life  or  during  a  specified  or  ascertainable  period 
of  time,  under  an  obhgation  to  make  the  pajonents  in  return  for  adequate 
and  full  consideration  in  money  or  money's  worth. 


Article  XIII. 

(1)  Income  from  immovable  property  (including  gains  derived 
from  the  sale  or  exchange  of  such  property)  may  be  subjected  to  tax 
in  the  territory  in  which  the  property  is  situated.  Interest  on  debts 
secured  by  mortgages  on  real  estate  and  royalties  or  other  amounts  paid 
in  respect  of  the  operation  of  a  mine,  stone  quarry  or  any  other  extrac- 
tion of  natural  resources  shall  be  regarded  as  income  derived  from 
inmiovable  property. 

(2)  Paragraph  (1)  shall  not  apply  where  a  resident  of  one  of  the 
territories  has  a  permanent  establishment  in  the  other  territory  and  ! 
such  income  is  attributable  to  that  permanent  establishment;  in  such 
event  Article  III  of  this  Convention  shall  be  applicable. 


Article  XIV. 

A  professor  or  teacher  from  one  of  the  territories,  who  receives 
remuneration  for  teaching,  during  a  period  of  temporary  residence  not 
exceeding  two  years,  at  a  university,  college,  school  or  other  educational 
institution  in  the  other  territory,  shall  be  exempt  from  tax  in  that  other 
territory  in  respect  of  that  remuneration. 


Article  XV. 

A  student  or  business  apprentice  (including,  in  the  Federal 
Repubhc,  a  Volonteer  or  a  Praktikant)  from  one  of  the  territories,  who 
is  receiving  full-time  education  or  training  in  the  other  territory,  shall 
be  exempt  from  tax  in  that  other  territory  on  payments  made  to  him  by 
persons  in  the  first-mentioned  territory  for  the  purposes  of  his  mainte- 
nance, education  or  training. 


Article  XVI. 

(1)  Except  in  the  case  of  a  Non-resident-owned  Investment 
Corporation  Canada  agrees  to  allow  as  a  deduction  from  Canadian 
tax  on  any  income  derived  from  sources  within  the  Federal  Republic 
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that  is  subject  to  tax  in  Canada  the  amount  of  Federal  Republic  tax 
payable  in  respect  of  that  income.  The  amount  of  the  deduction  shall 
not  exceed  the  proportion  of  the  Canadian  tax  that  the  income  from 
sources  within  the  Federal  Republic  that  is  subject  to  Federal  Republic 
tax  bears  to  the  total  income  subject  to  Canadian  tax. 

(2)  In  determining  its  taxes  specified  in  Article  I  of  this  Convention 
the  Federal  Republic,  when  dealing  with  the  question  of  residents  of 
the  Federal  Republic,  shall  exclude  from  the  basis  upon  which  its  taxes 
are  imposed  all  income  from  sources  within  Canada  which,  according  to 
Canadian  law,  and  according  to  this  Convention,  are  not  exempt  from 
Canadian  tax.  The  Federal  Republic,  however,  reserves  the  right  to 
take  into  account  in  the  determination  of  its  rate  of  taxation  the  income 
excluded  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph.  Sentences 
1  and  2  shall  not  apply  to  income  from  dividends  with  the  exception 
of  dividends  specified  in  Article  VI,  Para.  (1)  and  also  not  for  incomes 
within  the  meaning  of  Article  VII,  Para.  (1)  and  Article  VIII,  Paras. 
(2)  and  (3)  ;  the  Canadian  tax  collected  on  this  income  shall,  however, 
on  application,  be  allowed  as  a  credit  against  the  Federal  Republic  tax 
payable  in  respect  of  these  incomes  computed  on  the  basis  of  an  average 
rate  of  taxation. 

(3)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Article,  profits  or  remuneration  from  a 
profession  (including  services  as  a  director)  or  emplojonent  performed 
in  one  of  the  territories  shall  be  deemed  to  be  income  from  sources 
within  that  territory,  and  the  services  of  an  individual  whose  services 
are  wholly  or  mainly  performed  in  ships  or  aircraft  operated  by  an  enter- 
prise managed  and  controlled  in  one  of  the  territories  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  performed  in  that  territory. 

Article  XVII. 

(1)  The  competent  authorities  of  the  contracting  States  shall 
upon  request  exchange  such  information  (being  information  available 
under  the  respective  taxation  laws  of  the  contracting  States)  as  is 
necessary  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Convention  or  for  the 
prevention  of  fraud  or  the  like  in  relation  to  the  taxes  which  are  the 
subject  of  this  Convention.  Any  information  so  exchanged  shall  be 
treated  as  secret  and  shall  not  be  disclosed  to  any  persons  other  than 
those  concerned  with  the  assessment  and  collection  of  the  taxes  which 
are  the  subject  of  this  Convention.  No  information  shall  be  exchanged 
which  would  disclose  any  trade,  business,  industrial  or  professional 
secret  or  any  trade  process. 

(2)  In  no  case  shall  the  provisions  of  this  Article  be  construed  so 
as  to  impose  upon  either  of  the  contracting  States  the  obhgation  to 
carry  out  administrative  measures  at  variance  with  the  regulations 
and  practice  of  either  contracting  State  or  which  would  be  contrary 
to  its  sovereignty,  security  or  public  policy  or  to  supply  particulars 
which  are  not  procurable  under  its  own  legislation  or  that  of  the  State 

I  making  application. 
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Article  XVIII. 

(1)  T^Hiere  a  resident  of  one  of  the  territories  shows  proof  that  the 
action  of  the  tax  authorities  of  the  contracting  States  has  resulted  or 
will  result  in  double  taxation  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Conven- 
tion, he  shall  be  entitled  to  present  his  case  to  the  State  of  which  he  is 
a  resident.  Should  this  claim  be  deemed  worthy  of  consideration,  the 
competent  authority  of  the  State  to  which  the  claim  is  made  shall 
endeavour  to  come  to  an  agreement  with  the  competent  authority  of 
the  other  State  with  a  view  to  avoidance  of  double  taxation. 

(2)  For  the  settlement  of  difficulties  or  doubts  in  the  interpretation 
or  application  of  this  Convention  or  in  respect  of  its  relation  to  Conven- 
tions of  the  contracting  States  with  third  States  the  competent  author- 
ities of  the  contracting  States  shall  reach  a  mutual  agreement  as  quickly 
as  possible. 


Article  XIX. 

(1)  The  provisions  of  this  Convention  shall  not  be  construed  to 
deny  or  affect  in  any  manner  1>he  right  of  diplomatic  and  consular 
officers  to  other  or  additional  exemptions  now  enjoyed  or  which  may 
hereafter  be  granted  to  such  officers. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  this  Convention  shall  not  be  construed  to 
restrict  in  any  manner  any  exemption,  deduction,  credit  or  other  allow- 
ance now  or  hereafter  accorded,  by  the  laws  of  one  of  the  contracting 
States  in  the  determination  of  the  tax  imposed  by  such  State,  or  by 
any  other  Convention  between  the  contracting  States. 

(3)  The  citizens  of  one  of  the  contracting  States  shall  not,  while 
residents  in  the  other  contracting  State,  be  subject  therein  to  other 
or  more  burdensome  taxes  than  are  the  citizens  of  such  other  contracting 
State,  which  are  residents  in  its  territory.  The  term  ^'citizens''  includes 
all  juridical  persons,  partnerships  and  associations  created  or  organized 
under  the  laws  in  force  in  the  respective  contracting  States. 


Article  XX. 

(1)  The  competent  authorities  of  the  two  contracting  States  may 
prescribe  regulations  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  this  Conventi'on 
within  the  respective  States. 

(2)  The  competent  authorities  of  the  two  contracting  States  may 
communicate  with  each  other  directly  for  the  purpose  of  giving  effect 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Convention. 
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Article  XXI. 

(1)  This  Convention  shall  apply  to  Land  Berlin  provided  that  the 
Government  of  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany  has  not  delivered  a 
contrary  declaration  to  the  Government  of  Canada  within  three  months 
from  the  date  of  entry  into  force  of  the  Convention. 

(2)  Upon  the  application  of  this  Convention  to  Land  Berlin, 
references  in  the  Convention  to  the  Federal  Republic  shall  be  deemed 
also  to  be  references  to  Land  Berlin. 


Article  XXII. 

(1)  This  Convention  shall  be  ratified  and  the  instruments  of 
ratification  shall  be  exchanged  as  soon  as  possible  in  Bonn. 

(2)  This  Convention  shall  come  into  force  after  the  expiration  of 
a  month  following  the  date  on  which  the  instruments  of  ratification 
are  exchanged  and  shall  thereupon  have  effect — 

(a)  m.  respect  of  Canadian  tax,  for  the  taxation  years  beginning 
on  or  after  the  1st  day  of  January  1954 

(h)  in  respect  of  the  Federal  Republic  tax,  for  taxes,  which  are 
levied  for  the  calendar  year  1954  and  for  the  subsequent 
calendar  years. 


Article  XXIII. 

(1)  This  Convention  shall  continue  in  effect  indefinitely  but 
either  of  the  contracting  States  may  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  June 
in  any  calendar  year  after  1958  give  to  the  other  contracting  State 
notice  of  termination,  and  in  such  event  this  Convention  shall  cease 
to  be  effective — 

(a)  m  respect  of  Canadian  tax,  for  the  taxation  years  beginning  on 
or  after  the  1st  day  of  January  in  the  calendar  year  next 
following  that  in  which  notice  of  termination  is  given; 

(h  )  in  respect  of  the  Federal  Repubhc  tax,  for  taxes  which  are 
levied  for  the  calendar  years  following  the  year  in  which  the 
notice  of  termination  is  given. 

(2)  The  limitation  of  the  rate  of  taxation  to  15%  or  10%  provided 
for  by  Article  VI,  Para.  (1),  Article  VII,  Para.  (1)  and  Article  VIII, 
Paras.  (2)  and  (3)  and  the  provisions  of  Article  XVI,  Para.  (2),  may  be 
terminated  by  either  of  the  contracting  States  by  giving  written  notice 
of  termination  to  the  other  State  through  diplomatic  channels  on  or 
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before  the  30th  day  of  June  of  any  year  after  this  Convention  has  been 
in  force  for  three  years.  In  such  an  event  this  limitation  and  the 
provisions  of  Article  XVI,  Para.  (2)  concerning  credits  shall  cease  to 
be  effective  as  of  the  1st  day  of  January  of  the  year  following  that  in 
which  such  notice  is  given. 

In  witness  whereof  the  undersigned  duly  authorised  thereto  have 
signed  this  Convention.

[Assented  to  Hth  August,  1956.] 

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  r.s.  o.  29; 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  ^^52-53.  c.  20. 
follows: 

1.  Paragraph  (17)  of  section  2  of  the  Canada  Shipping  Ad 
is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

*'(17)  "consular  officer^^  means  a  consular  officer  of  Consular- 
Canada  or  any  person  for  the  time  being  discharging  the  °  ^^^* 
duties  of  a  consular  officer  of  Canada,  and  in  the  absence  of 
a  consular  officer  of  Canada  or  such  other  person,  means  a 
consul-general,  consul  or  vice-consul  of  the  United  Kingdom 
or  any  person  for  the  time  being  discharging  the  duties  of 
consul-general,  consul  or  vice-consul  of  the  United  Kingdom;

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The  International  Convention  for  the  Prevention  of  Pollution 
OF  THE  Sea  by  Oil,  1954. 

London,  May  12,  1954, 

The  Governments  represented  at  the  International  Conference  on 
Pollution  of  the  Sea  by  Oil  held  in  London  from  26th  April,  1954,  to 
12th  May,  1954. 

Desiring  to  take  action  by  common  agreement  to  prevent  pollution 
of  the  sea  by  oil  discharged  from  ships,  and  considering  that  this  end 
may  best  be  achieved  by  the  conclusion  of  a  Convention, 

Have  accordingly  appointed  the  undersigned  plenipotentiaries, 
who,  having  communicated  their  full  powers,  found  in  good  and  due 
form,  have  agreed  as  follows: — 

Article  I. 

(1)  For  the  purposes  of  the  present  Convention,  the  following 
expressions  shall  (unless  the  context  otherwise  requires)  have  the 
meanings  hereby  respectively  assigned  to  them,  that  is  to  say: — 

"The  Bureau"  has  the  meaning  assigned  to  it  by  Article  XXI; 

"Discharge"  in  relation  to  oil  or  to  an  oily  mixture  means  any 
discharge  or  escape  howsoever  caused; 

"Heavy  diesel  oil"  means  marine  diesel  oil,  other  than  those  dis- 
tillates of  which  more  than  50  per  cent,  by  volume  distils  at 
a  temperature  not  exceeding  340°C.  when  tested  by  A.S.T.M. 
Standard  Method  D.158/53; 

"Mile"  means  a  nautical  mile  of  6080  feet  or  1852  metres; 

"Oil"  means  crude  oil,  fuel  oil,  heavy  diesel  oil  and  lubricating  oil, 
and  "oily"  shall  be  construed  accordingly. 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  the  present  Convention  the  territories  of 
a  Contracting  Government  mean  the  territory  of  the  country  of  which 
it  is  the  Government  and  any  other  territory  for  the  international 
relations  of  which  the  Government  is  responsible  and  to  which  the 
Convention  shall  have  been  extended  under  Article  XVIII. 

Article  II. 

The  present  Convention  shall  apply  to  sea-going  ships,  registered 
in  any  of  the  territories  of  a  Contracting  Government,  except 

(i)  ships  for  the  time  being  u^ed  as  naval  auxiliaries; 

(ii)  ships  of  under  500  tons  gross  tonnage; 

(iii)  ships  for  the  time  being  engaged  in  the  whaling  industry; 

(iv)  ships  for  the  time  being  navigating  the  Great  Lakes  of 
North  America  and  their  connecting  and  tributary 
waters  as  far  east  as  the  lower  exit  of  the  Lachine  Canal 
at  Montreal  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  Canada. 
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Article  III. 

(1)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Articles  IV  and  V,  the  discharge 
from  any  tanker,  being  a  ship  to  which  the  Convention  applies,  within 
BXLY  of  the  prohibited  zones  referred  to  in  Annex  A  to  the  Convention 
in  relation  to  tankers  of — 

(a)  oil; 

(h)  an  oily  mixture  the  oil  in  which  fouls  the  surface  of  the  sea, 
shall  be  prohibited. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  paragraph  the  oil  in  an  oily  mixture  of  less 
than  100  parts  of  oil  in  1,000,000  parts  of  the  mixture  shall  not  be  deemed 
to  foul  the  surface  of  the  sea. 

(2)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Articles  IV  and  V,  any  discharge 
into  the  sea  from  a  ship,  being  a  ship  to  which  the  Convention  applies 
and  not  being  a  tanker,  of  oily  ballast  water  or  tank  washings  shall  be 
made  as  far  as  practicable  from  land.  As  from  a  date  three  years  after 
the  date  on  which  the  Convention  comes  into  force,  paragraph  (1)  of 
this  Article  shall  apply  to  ships  other  than  tankers  as  it  applies  to 
tankers,  except  that: — 

(a)  the  prohibited  zones  in  relation  to  ships  other  than  tankers 
shall  be  those  referred  to  as  such  in  Annex  A  to  the  Conven- 
tion; and 

(h  )  the  discharge  of  oil  or  of  an  oily  mixture  from  such  a  ship  shall 
not  be  prohibited  when  the  ship  is  proceeding  to  a  port  not 
provided  with  such  reception  facilities  as  are  referred  to  in 
Article  VIII. 

(3)  Any  contrave^ntion  of  paragraphs  (1)  and  (2)  of  this  Article 
«hall  be  an  offence  punishable  under  the  laws  of  the  territory  in  which 
the  ship  is  registered. 

Article  IV. 
(1)  Article  III  shall  not  apply  to: — 

(a)  the  discharge  of  oil  or  of  an  oily  mixture  from  a  ship  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  the  safety  of  the  ship,  preventing  damage 
to  the  ship  or  cargo,  or  saving  life  at  sea;  or 

(h  )  the  escape  of  oil,  or  of  an  oily  mixture,  resulting  from  damage 
to  the  ship  or  unavoidable  leakage,  if  all  reasonable  precautions 
have  been  taken  after  the  occurre«ice  of  the  damage  or  dis- 
covery of  the  leakage  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  or  mini- 
mising the  escape; 

(c  )  the  discharge  of  sediment  : — 

(i)  which  cannot  be  pumped  from  the  cargo  tanks  of  tankers 
by  reason  of  its  solidity;  or 

(ii)  which  is  residue  arising  from  the  purification  or  clari- 
fication of  oil  fuel  or  lubricating  oil, 

provided  that  such  discharge  is  made  as  far  from  land  as  is 
practicable. 
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(2)  In  the  event  of  such  discharge  or  escape  as  is  referred  to  in 
this  Article  a  statement  shall  be  made  in  the  oil  record  book  required 
by  Article  IX  of  the  circumstances  of  and  reason  for  the  discharge. 


Article  V. 

Article  III  shall  not  apply  to  the  discharge  from  the  bilges  of  a  ship  : — 

(a)  oi  any  oily  mixture  during  the  period  of  twelve  months  fol- 
lowing the  date  on  which  the  Convention  comes  into  force  in 
respect  of  the  territory  in  which  the  ship  is  registered; 

(h  )  after  the  expiration  of  such  period,  of  any  oily  mixture  con- 
taining no  oil  other  than  lubricating  oil. 


Article  VI. 

The  penalties  which  may  be  imposed  in  pursuance  of  Article  III 
under  the  law  of  any  of  the  territories  of  a  Contracting  Government  in 
respect  of  the  unlawful  discharge  from  a  ship  of  oil  or  of  an  oily  mixture 
into  waters  outside  the  territorial  waters  of  that  territory  shall  not  be 
less  than  the  penalties  which  may  be  imposed  under  the  law  of  that 
territory  in  respect  of  the  unlawful  discharge  of  oil  or  of  an  oily  mixture 
from  a  ship  into  such  territorial  waters. 


Article  VII. 

As  from  a  date  twelve  months  after  the  present  Convention  comes 
into  force  in  respect  of  any  of  the  territories  of  a  Contracting  Govern- 
ment all  ships  registered  in  that  territory  shall  be  required  to  be  so 
fitted  as  to  prevent  the  escape  of  fuel  oil  or  heavy  diesel  oil  into  bilges 
the  contents  of  which  are  discharged  into  the  sea  without  being  passed 
through  an  oily-water  separator. 


Article  VIII. 

As  from  a  date  three  years  after  the  present  Convention  comes  into 
force  in  respect  of  any  of  the  territories  of  a  Contracting  Government, 
that  Government  shall  ensure  the  provision  in  each  main  port  in  that 
territory  of  facilities  adequate  for  the  reception,  without  causing  undue 
delay  to  ships,  of  such  residues  from  oily  ballast  water  and  tank  wash- 
ings as  would  remain  for  disposal  by  ships,  other  than  tankers,  using 
the  port,  if  the  water  had  been  separated  by  the  use  of  an  oily-water 
separator,  a  settling  tank  or  otherwise.  Each  Contracting  Govern- 
ment shall  from  time  to  time  determine  which  ports  are  the  main  ports 
in  its  territories  for  the  purposes  of  this  Article,  and  shall  notify  the 
Bureau  in  writing  accordingly  indicating  whether  adequate  reception 
facihties  have  been  installed. 
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Article  IX. 

(1)  There  shall  be  carried  in  every  ship  to  which  the  Convention 
applies  an  oil  record  book  (whether  as  part  of  the  ship's  official  log- 
book or  otherwise)  in  the  form  specified  in  Annex  B  to  the  present 
Convention.  The  appropriate  entries  shall  be  made  in  that  book,  and 
each  page  of  the  book,  including  any  statement  under  paragraph  (2) 
of  Article  IV,  shall  be  signed  by  the  officer  or  officers  in  charge  of  the 
operations  concerned  and  by  the  master  of  the  ship.  The  written 
entries  in  the  oil  record  book  shaU  be  in  an  official  language  of  the  terri- 
tory in  which  the  ship  is  registered,  or  in  English  or  French. 

(2)  The  competent  authorities  of  any  of  the  territories  of  a  Con- 
tracting Government  may  inspect  on  board  any  such  ship  while  within 
a  port  in  that  territory  the  oil  record  book  required  to  be  carried  in  the 
ship  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Convention,  and  may  make 
a  true  copy  of  any  entry  in  that  book  and  may  require  the  master  of 
the  ship  to  certify  that  the  copy  is  a  true  copy  of  such  entry.  Any 
copy  so  made  which  purports  to  have  been  certified  by  the  master  of 
the  ship  as  a  true  copy  of  an  entry  in  the  ship's  oil  record  book  shall  be 
made  admissible  in  any  judicial  proceedings  as  evidence  of  the  facts 
stated  in  the  entry.  Any  action  by  the  competent  authorities  under 
this  paragraph  shall  be  taken  as  expeditiously  as  possible  and  the  ship 
shall  not  be  delayed. 

Article  X. 

(1)  Any  Contracting  Government  may  furnish  to  the  Contracting 
Government  in  the  territory  of  which  a  ship  is  registered  particulars  in 
writing  of  evidence  that  any  provision  of  the  Convention  has  been 
contravened  in  respect  of  that  ship,  wheresoever  the  alleged  contra- 
vention may  have  taken  place.  If  it  is  practicable  to  do  so,  the  com- 
petent authorities  of  the  former  Government  shall  notify  the  master 
of  the  ship  of  the  alleged  contravention. 

(2)  Upon  receiving  such  particulars  the  latter  Government  shall 
investigate  the  matter,  and  may  request  the  former  Government  to 
furnish  further  or  better  particulars  of  the  alleged  contravention.  If 
the  Government  in  the  territory  of  which  the  ship  is  registered  is  satis- 
fied that  sufficient  evidence  is  available  in  the  form  required  by  law  to 
enable  proceedings  against  the  owner  or  master  of  the  ship  to  be  taken 
in  respect  of  the  alleged  contravention,  it  shall  cause  such  proceedings 
to  be  taken  as  soon  as  possible,  and  shall  inform  the  other  Contracting 
Government  and  the  Bureau  of  the  result  of  such  proceedings. 


Article  XI. 

Nothing  in  the  present  Convention  shall  be  construed  as  derogating 
from  the  powers  of  any  Contracting  Government  to  take  measures 
within  its  jurisdiction  in  respect  of  any  matter  to  which  the  Convention 
relates  or  as  extending  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Contracting  Government. 
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Article  XII. 

Each  Contracting  Government  shall  send  to  the  Bureau  and  to  the 
appropriate  organ  of  the  United  Nations: — 

(a)  the  text  of  laws,  decrees,  orders  and  regulations  in  force  in  its 
territories  which  give  effect  to  the  present  Convention; 

(h  )  all  official  reports  or  summaries  of  official  reports  in  so  far  as 
they  show  the  results  of  the  application  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Convention,  provided  always  that  such  reports  or  sum- 
maries are  not,  in  the  opinion  of  that  Government,  of  a  confi- 
dential nature. 

Article  XIII. 

Any  dispute  between  Contracting  Governments  relating  to  the 
interpretation  or  application  of  the  present  Convention  which  cannot 
be  settled  by  negotiation  shall  be  referred  at  the  request  of  either  party 
to  the  International  Court  of  Justice  for  decision  unless  the  parties  in 
dispute  agree  to  submit  it  to  arbitration. 

Article  XIV. 

(1)  The  present  Convention  shall  remain  open  for  signature  for 
three  months  from  this  day's  date  and  shall  thereafter  remain  open  for 
acceptance. 

(2)  Governments  may  become  parties  to  the  Convention  by — 

(i)  signature  without  reservation  as  to  acceptance; 

(ii)  signature  subject  to  acceptance  followed  by  acceptance  ;  or 

(iii)  acceptance. 

(3)  Acceptance  shall  be  effected  by  the  deposit  of  an  instrument 
of  acceptance  with  the  Bureau,  which  shall  inform  all  Governments 
that  have  already  signed  or  accepted  the  Convention  of  each  signature 
and  deposit  of  an  acceptance  and  of  the  date  of  such  signature  or 
deposit. 

Article  XV. 

(1)  The  present  Convention  shall  come  into  force  twelve  months 
after  the  date  on  which  not  less  than  ten  Governments  have  become 
parties  to  the  Convention,  including  five  Governments  of  countries 
each  with  not  less  than  500,000  gross  tons  of  tanker  tonnage. 

(2)  -( a  )  For  each  Government  which  signs  the  Convention  without 

reservation  as  to  acceptance  or  accepts  the  Convention 
before  the  date  on  which  the  Convention  comes  into 
force  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article  it 
shall  come  into  force  on  that  date.  For  each  Government 
which  accepts  the  Convention  on  or  after  that  date,  it 
shall  come  into  force  three  months  after  the  date  of  the 
deposit  of  that  Government's  acceptance. 
(h  )  The  Bureau  shall,  as  soon  as  possible,  inform  all  Govern- 
ments which  have  signed  or  accepted  the  Convention 
of  the  date  on  which  it  will  come  into  force. 
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Article  XVI. 

(1)  Upon  the  request  of  any  Contracting  Government  a  proposed 
amendment  of  the  present  Convention  shall  be  communicated  by  the 
Bureau  to  all  Contracting  Governments  for  consideration. 

(2)  Any  amendment  communicated  to  Contracting  Governments 
for  consideration  under  paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  accepted  by  all  Contracting  Governments  and  shall  come 
into  force  on  the  expiration  of  a  period  of  six  months  after  it  has  been 
so  communicated,  unless  any  one  of  the  Contracting  Governments 
shall  have  made  a  declaration  not  less  than  two  months  before  the 
-expiration  of  that  period  that  it  does  not  accept  the  amendment. 

{^)-(a)  A  conference  of  Contracting  Governments  to  consider 
amendments  of  the  Convention  proposed  by  any  Con- 
tracting Government  shall  be  convened  by  the  Bureau 
upon  the  request  of  one-third  of  the  Contracting  Govern- 
ments. 

(h)  Every  amendment  adopted  by  such  a  conference  by  a 
two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  Contracting  Governments 
represented  shall  be  communicated  by  the  Bureau  to 
all  Contracting  Governments  for  their  acceptance. 

(4)  Any  amendment  communicated  to  Contracting  Governments 
for  their  acceptance  under  paragraph  (3)  of  this  Article  shall  come 
into  force  for  all  Contracting  Governments,  except  those  which  before 
it  comes  into  force  make  a  declaration  that  they  do  not  accept  the 
amendment,  twelve  months  after  the  date  on  which  the  amendment 
is  accepted  by  two-thirds  of  the  Contracting  Governments. 

(5)  Any  declaration  under  this  Article  shall  be  made  by  a  notifica- 
tion in  writing  to  the  Bureau  which  shall  notify  all  Contracting 
Governments  of  the  receipt  of  the  declaration. 

(6)  The  Bureau  shall  inform  all  signatory  and  Contracting  Govern- 
ments of  any  amendments  which  come  into  force  under  this  Article, 
together  with  the  date  on  which  such  amendments  shall  come  into 
force. 

Article  XVII. 

(1)  The  present  Convention  may  be  denounced  by  any  Contracting 
Government  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  a  period  of  five  years 
from  the  date  on  which  the  Convention  comes  into  force  for  that 
Government. 

(2)  Denunciation  shall  be  effected  by  a  notification  in  writing 
addressed  to  the  Bureau,  which  shall  notify  all  the  Contracting  Govern- 
ments of  any  denunciation  received  and  of  the  date  of  its  receipt. 

(3)  A  denunciation  shall  take  effect  twelve  months,  or  such  longer 
period  as  may  be  specified  in  the  notification,  after  its  receipt  by  the 
Bureau. 
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{l)-(a)  Any  Government  may,  at  the  time  of  signature  or  accept- 
ance of  the  present  Convention,  or  at  any  time  thereafter, 
declare  by  notification  in  writing  given  to  the  Bureau 
that  the  Convention  shall  extend  to  any  of  the  territories 
for  whose  international  relations  it  is  responsible. 

(b  )  The  Convention  shall,  from  the  date  of  the  receipt  of 
the  notification,  or  from  such  other  date  as  may  be  speci- 
fied in  the  notification,  extend  to  the  territories  named 
therein. 

(2)  -^ a )  Any  Contracting  Government  which  has  made  a  declara- 

tion under  paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article  may,  at  any  time 
after  the  expiration  of  a  period  of  five  years  from  the 
date  on  which  the  Convention  has  been  so  extended  to 
any  territory,  give  notification  in  writing  to  the  Bureau, 
declaring  that  the  Convention  shall  cease  to  extend  to 
any  such  territory  named  in  the  notification. 

(h)  The  Convention  shall  cease  to  extend  to  any  territory 
mentioned  in  such  notification  twelve  months,  or  such 
longer  period  as  may  be  specified  therein,  after  the  date 
of  receipt  of  the  notification  by  the  Bureau. 

(3)  The  Bureau  shall  inform  all  Contracting  Governments  of  the 
extension  of  the  Convention  to  any  territories  under  paragraph  (1)  of 
this  Article,  and  of  the  termination  of  any  such  extension  under  para- 
graph (2)  of  this  Article,  stating  in  each  case  the  date  from  which  the 
Convention  has  been,  or  will  cease  to  be,  so  extended. 

Article  XIX. 

(1)  In  case  of  war  or  other  hostilities,  a  Contracting  Government 
which  considers  that  it  is  affected,  whether  as  a  belligerent  or  as  a 
neutral,  may  suspend  the  operation  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
present  Convention  in  respect  of  all  or  any  of  its  territories.  The 
suspending  Government  shall  immediately  give  notice  of  any  such 
suspension  to  the  Bureau. 

(2)  The  suspending  Government  may  at  any  time  terminate  such 
suspension  and  shall  in  any  event  terminate  it  as  soon  as  it  ceases  to  be 
justified  under  paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article.  Notice  of  such  termination 
shall  be  given  immediately  to  the  Bureau  by  the  Government  concerned. 

(3)  The  Bureau  shall  notify  all  Contracting  Governments  of  any 
suspension  or  termination  of  suspension  under  this  Article. 

Article  XX. 

As  soon  as  the  present  Convention  comes  into  force  it  shall  be 
registered  by  the  Bureau  with  the  Secretary-General  of  the  United 
Nations.

Prohibited  Zones. 

(1)  Subject  to  paragraph  (3)  of  this  Annex,  the  prohibited  zones  in 
relation  to  tankers  shall  be  all  sea  areas  within  50  miles  from  land,  with 
the  following  exceptions  : — 

(a)  The  Adriatic  Zones. 

Within  the  Adriatic  Sea  the  prohibited  zones  off  the  coast  of 
Italy  and  Yugoslavia  respectively  shall  each  extend  for  a  distance 
of  30  miles  from  land,  excepting  only  the  island  of  Vis.  When 
the  present  Convention  has  been  in  force  for  a  period  of  three 
years  the  said  zones  shall  each  be  extended  by  a  further  20  miles 
in  width  unless  the  two  Governments  agree  to  postpone  such 
extension.  In  the  event  of  such  an  agreement  the  said  Govern- 
ments shall  notify  the  Bureau  accordingly  not  less  than  three 
months  before  the  expiration  of  such  period  of  three  years  and  the 
Bureau  shall  notify  all  Contracting  Governments  of  such  agreement. 

(h)  The  North  Sea  Zone. 

The  North  Sea  Zone  shall  extend  for  a  distance  of  100  miles 
from  the  coasts  of  the  following  countries: — 
Belgium, 
Denmark, 

the  Federal  RepubHc  of  Germany, 
the  Netherlands, 

the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Northern 
Ireland, 

but  not  beyond  the  point  where  the  limit  of  a  100-mile  zone  off  the 
west  coast  of  Jutland  intersects  the  limit  of  the  50-mile  zone  off 
the  coast  of  Norway. 

(c)  The  Atlantic  Zone. 

The  Atlantic  Zone  shall  be  within  a  line  drawn  from  a  point 
on  the  Greenwich  meridian  100  miles  in  a  north-north-easterly 
direction  from  the  Shetland  Islands;  thence  northwards  along  the 
Greenwich  meridian  to  latitude  64°  north;  then  westwards  along 
the  64th  parallel  to  longitude  10°  west;  thence  to  latitude  60° 
north,  longitude  14°  west;  thence  to  latitude  54°  30'  north,  longitude 
30°  west;  thence  to  latitude  44°  20'  north,  longitude  30°  west; 
thence  to  latitude  48°  north,  longitude  14°  west;  thence  eastwards 
along  the  48th  parallel  to  a  point  of  intersection  with  the  50-mile 
zone  off  the  coast  of  France.  Provided  that  in  relation  to  voyages 
which  do  not  extend  seawards  beyond  the  Atlantic  Zone  as  defined 
above,  and  which  are  to  ports  not  provided  with  adequate  faciUties 
for  the  reception  of  oily  residue,  the  Atlantic  Zone  shall  be 
deemed  to  terminate  at  a  distance  of  100  miles  from  land. 
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(d)  The  Australian  Zone. 

The  Australian  Zone  shall  extend  for  a  distance  of  150  miles 
from  the  coasts  of  Australia,  except  off  the  north  and  west  coasts 
of  the  Australian  mainland  between  the  point  opposite  Thursday 
Island  and  the  point  on  the  west  coast  at  20°  south  latitude. 

(2)  Subject  to  paragraph  (3)  of  this  Annex  the  prohibited  zones 
in  relation  to  ships  other  than  tankers  shall  be  all  sea  areas  within 
50  miles  from  land  with  the  following  exceptions  : — 

(a)  The  Adriatic  Zones. 

Within  the  Adriatic  Sea  the  prohibited  zones  off  the  coasts  of 
Italy  and  Yugoslavia  respectively  shall  each  extend  for  a  distance 
of  20  miles  from  land,  excepting  only  the  island  of  Vis.  After  the 
expiration  of  a  period  of  three  years  following  the  application  of 
prohibited  zones  to  ships  other  than  tankers  in  accordance  with 
paragraph  (2)  of  Article  III  the  said  zones  shall  each  be  extended 
by  a  further  30  miles  in  width  unless  the  two  Governments  agree 
to  postpone  such  extension.  In  the  event  of  such  an  agreement 
the  said  Governments  shall  notify  the  Bureau  accordingly  not 
less  than  three  months  before  the  expiratian  of  such  period  of 
three  years,  and  the  Bureau  shall  notify  all  Contracting  Govern- 
ments of  such  agreement. 
(b  )  The  North  Sea  and  Atlantic  Zones. 

The  North  Sea  and  Atlantic  Zones  shall  extend  for  a  distance 
of  100  miles  from  the  coasts  of  the  following  countries; — 
Belgium 
Denmark 

the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany 
Ireland 

the  Netherlands 

the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Northern 
Ireland, 

but  not  beyond  the  point  where  the  limit  of  a  100-mile  zone  off  the 
west  coast  of  Jutland  intersects  the  limit  of  the  50-mile  zone  off  the 
coast  of  Norway. 

(3)  — (a)  Any  Contracting  Government  may  propose: — 

(i)  the  reduction  of  any  zone  off  the  coast  of  any  of  its 
territories; 

(ii)  the  extension  of  any  such  zone  to  a  maximum  of  100 
miles  from  any  such  coast, 

by  making  a  declaration  to  that  effect  and  the  reduction  or  extension 
shall  come  into  force  after  the  expiration  of  a  period  of  six  months  after 
the  declaration  has  been  made,  unless  any  one  of  the  Contracting 
Governments  shall  have  made  a  declaration  not  less  than  two  months 
before  the  expiration  of  that  period  th-at  its  interests  are  affected 
either  by  reason  of  the  proximity  of  its  coasts  or  by  reason  of  its  ships 
trading  in  the  area,  and  that  it  does  not  accept  the  reduction  or 
extension,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(h  )  Any  declaration  under  this  paragraph  shall  be  made  by  a 
notification  in  writing  to  the  Bureau  which  shall  notify  all  Contracting 
Governments  of  the  receipt  of  the  declaration.

(a)  his  compensation  is  received  for  such  personal  services 
performed  as  an  officer  or  employee  of  a  resident,  or  corporation 
or  other  entity  of  Canada  or  of  a  permanent  establishment  in 
Canada  of  a  United  States  enterprise,  or 

(h  )  his  compensation  received  for  such  personal  services  does  not 
exceed  $5,000. 

"2.  The  provisions  of  paragraph  1  of  this  article  shall  apply, 
mutatis  mutandis^  to  a  resident  of  the  United  States  with  respect  to 
compensation  for  such  personal  services  performed  in  Canada.'' 

(c)  By  amending  Article  XI  as  follows  : 

(A)  By  inserting  in  paragraph  1  Immediately  after  "in  respect 
of  income"  the  words  and  symbols  "(other  than  earned 
income)''. 

(B)  By  adding  the  following  new  paragraph  : 

5.  To  ensure  that  the  benefit  of  the  reduced  rate  of 
income  tax  provided  for  by  this  article  is  limited  to 
persons  entitled  thereto  each  contracting  State  may 
make  regulations  requiring  the  withholding  in  such  State 
of  an  additional  amount  from  income  derived  from 
sources  in  the  other  contracting  State. 

(d)  By  striking  out  paragr£iph  2  of  Article  XI,  and  paragraph  6 
of  the  Protocol  as  added  by  the  Convention  of  June  12, 
1950,  redesignating  paragraphs  7,  8,  9,  10,  11  and  12 
thereof  as  paragraphs  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  and  11  respectively,  and 
inserting  in  heu  of  paragraph  2  of  Article  XI  the  following  : 

"2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  paragraph  1  of  this 
article,  income  tax  in  excess  of  5  percent  shall  not  be  imposed 
by  one  of  the  contracting  States  in  respect  of  dividends  paid 
by  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  such  State, 
or  of  a  political  subdivision  thereof,  to  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  other  contracting  State,  or  of  a  political 
subdivision  thereof  ;  if, 

(a)  during  the  whole  of  the  taxable  year  of  the  payx)r  corporation 
at  least  51  percent  of  the  voting  stock  of  such  corporation  was 
beneficially  owned  by  the  recipient  corporation  either  alone 
or  in  association  with  not  more  than  three  other  corporations 
of  such  other  State,  but  each  such  recipient  corporation  must 
own  at  least  10  percent  of  the  voting  stock  of  the  payor 
corporation;  and 
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(b  )  not  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  gross  income  of  the  payor 
corporation  (other  than  a  corporation  the  chief  business  of 
which  is  the  making  of  loans)  is  derived  from  interest  and 
dividends  other  than  interest  and  dividends  received  from 
its  subsidiary  corporations. 

This  paragraph  shall  not  apply  if  the  competent  authority  in  the  State 
imposing  the  tax  is  satisfied  that  the  corporate  relationship  between 
the  corporations  has  been  arranged  or  is  maintained  primarily  with  the 
intention  of  taking  advantage  of  this  paragraph. 

(e)  By  adding  immediately  after  Article  XIII  C  the  following  new 
article  : 

Article  XIII  D. 

1.  In  the  computation  of  taxable  income  for  any  taxable  year 
under  the  revenue  laws  of  the  United  States,  there  shall  be  allowed  as  a 
deduction  contributions  to  any  organization  created  or  organized  under 
the  laws  of  Canada  (and  constituting  a  charitable  organization  for  the 
purpose  of  the  income  tax  laws  of  Canada)  if  and  to  the  extent  such 
contributions  would  have  been  deductible  as  a  charitable  contribution 
had  such  organization  been  created  or  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
United  States:  Provided,  however,  that  such  deduction  shall  not  exceed 
an  amount  determined  by  applying  to  the  taxpayer's  taxable  income 
(in  the  case  of  a  corporation)  or  adjusted  gross  income  (in  the  case  of 
an  individual)  from  sources  in  Canada  the  same  percentage  as  is  applied 
by  Canada  to  income  in  determining  the  limitation  of  the  deduction 
for  gifts  or  contributions  to  charitable  organizations  of  Canada. 

2.  In  the  computation  of  taxable  income  for  any  taxation  year 
under  the  income  tax  laws  of  Canada,  there  shall  be  allowed  as  a  deduc- 
tion gifts  to  any  organization  created  or  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  (and  constituting  a  charitable  contribution  for  the 
purposes  of  the  income  tax  laws  of  the  United  States)  if  and  to  the  extent 
such  gifts  would  have  been  allowable  had  such  organization  been  a 
Canadian  charitable  organization  :  Provided,  however,  that  such  deduc- 
tion shall  not  exceed  an  amount  determined  by  applying  to  the  tax- 
payer's income  from  sources  in  the  United  States  upon  which  he  is 
subject  to  tax  in  Canada  the  same  percentage  as  is  applied  by  Canada 
to  income  in  determining  the  limitation  of  the  deduction  for  such  gifts. 

(f)  By  adding  immediately  after  Article  XIII  D,  as  added  by 
this  Supplemental  Convention,  the  following  new  article: 

Article  XIII  E 

A  resident  of  one  of  the  contracting  States  who  is  a  beneficiary  of  an 
estate  or  trust  of  the  other  contracting  State  shall  be  exempt  from  tax 
by  such  other  State  with  respect  to  that  portion  of  any  amount  paid, 
credited,  or  required  to  be  distributed  by  such  estate  or  trust  to  such 
beneficiary  out  of  income  from  sources  without  such  other  State.

Article  II 

1.  The  present  Supplementary  Convention  shall  be  ratified  and 
the  instruments  of  ratification  shall  be  exchanged  at  Washington  as 
soon  as  possible. 

2.  The  present  Supplementary  Convention  shall  become  effective 
with  respect  to  taxable  years  beginning  on  and  after  the  first  day  of 
January  of  the  calendar  year  in  which  occurs  the  exchange  of  the  instru- 
ments of  ratification.

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Regulations, 

42.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  regulations 
(a)  providing  for  the  issue  of  licences  for  the  purposes  of 

this  Part; 

(b  )  respecting  applications  for  licences  and  prescribing 
the  information  to  be  furnished  by  the  applicants; 

(c)  prescribing  the  duration,  terms  and  conditions  of 
licences  and  the  fees  for  the  issue  thereof  ; 

(d)  providing  for  the  cancellation  or  suspension  of 
licences  for  failure  to  comply  with  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions thereof  ;  and 

(e)  generally,  for  carrying  the  purposes  and  provisions 
of  this  Part  into  effect. 

Penalties. 

43.  Every  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this 
Part  or  the  regulations  is  guilty  of  an  offence  and  is  liable 

(a)  on  summary  conviction,  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars  or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  six  months  or  to  both  fine  and  imprison-

(h  )  on  conviction  on  indictment,  to  a  fine  not  exceeding 
five  thousand  dollars  or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  twelve  months  or  to  both  fine  and  imprison- 
ment.

(b)  the  weekly  rate  applicable  to  him  multiplied  by  the 
number  by  which  the  weekly  rate  applicable  to  him  in 
respect  of  his  most  recent  benefit  period  was  multiplied 
in  order  to  ascertain  his  maximmn  benefit  under  sec-
